Arson blamed for fire in 
salvage building on Friday 


Late Friday night firefighters from 
Winchester, Stoneham, and Arlington 
responded to a smokey, blazing fire at the 
Winchester Salvage Company on Swanton 
street.

“We were concerned that the fire would 
spread to the Winchester Nursing Home and 
we contacted Gershon Salter (the owner) to 
come down.

detailed budget 
stiU not ready 


Until the finance committee completes its 
recommendations on Town Manager Thomas 
J. Groux’s proposed $20 million budget, town 
meeting members and the general public will 
remain virtually in the dark, for they will not 
have copies of the budget for their con¬ 
sideration. 

This is a turn-around from last year’s 
budget deliberations, when Groux had printed 
copies of his proposed budget for all town 
meeting members. 

Groux offered the following explanation to 
The Star: 

According to the charter (sec. 6-3), he is 
required to publish a summary of his budget 
proposal and a notice of when and where 
complete copies of the budget shall be 
available for examination by the public. 

This has been done. 

The problem which many town meeting 
members and others find difficult to handle is 
the lack of a complete proposed budget to 
work with at such times as the public hearing 
called last night by the finance committee. 

The problem arises, according to Groux, 
because last year he printed and distributed 
his proposed budget to every town meeting 
member. In addition, the F’inCom made its 
changes and recommendations and printed 
another copy of the budget, the one which 
town meeting members ultimately voted on.* 

Groux said that several town meeting 


members complained to him and to the 
FinCom that they found it “confusing” to 
have to juggle two documents at town 
meeting. 

“We decided that a compromise could be 
reached,” Groux said. “I felt that the town 
manager’s budget in some form should go to 
all town meeting members but the FinCom 
felt that the problem of having two documents 
would again create confusion for the town 
meeting members. 

“We decided to delay issuing the detailed 
budget until the FinCom could put its 
recommendations on it, which they are doing 
as they vote on the various parts of it.” 

He said that when the FinCom has finished 
its work on the budget, the completed detailed 
book will bt‘ distributed to town meeting 
members “at least seven days before the 
action on the budget article is to begin,” 
according to charter (sec. 6-6). 

Groux further pointed out that before the 
charter, there was no mandate to hold any 
public hearings on the budget and that last 
year when he offered to visit the town meeting 
precincts to discuss his proposals, only one of 
(he eight districts took him up on the offer. 

As to the recent by-law requirement that 
members be informed before debate on the 
floor of town meeting, that pertains only to 
warrant articles on which no public hearings 
have been held, Groux said.

In first speech 


Rotondi votes for expulsion 
of convicted Senator DiCarlo 


Winchester, Mass., Thursday, April 7,1977 


State Senator Samuel Rotondi of Win¬ 
chester in his maiden speech in the State 
Senate, Monday supported the Senate Ethics 
Committee's move for expulsion of Senator 
Joseph J. C. DiCarlo of Revere. DiCarlo, 
convicted in February with Burlington State 
Senator Ronald MacKenzie of extortion, said 
he will be a candidate for his own seat in an 
upcoming special election to fill that vacancy. 

DiCarlo was ousted by a 28-2 vote. It was 
the first such banishment in the 196-year 
history of the Massachusetts State Senate. 
Senators, hearing a few minutes after their 
action about DiCarlo’s intention to run for his 
own office, said they knew of no law to 
prevent it. 

The text of Senator Rotondi’s address 
follows: 

Mr. President, 

I wish to take this, the occasion of my 
maiden address to the Senate, to oppose the 


Several residents took advantage of the

by C^oakley. 

Correspondence from the zoning ad¬ 
ministrator urged that no action be taken on 
the matter until one individual was chosen to 
take on the u.sed car lot. 

Selectmen had granted a six months’ 
license to Guy DeFilippo who withdrew his 
application for renewal at the end of that 
time. 

Hankins said that the matter would be put 
on the docket for consideration when the three 
men reached an agreement on the tenant. 

She reminded Swenson, “This is an op¬ 
tional use and I would just remind you that it 
is up to the discretion of the board whether to 
all ow this use at all., but in any case we could 
not issue the license to someone who did not 
have an agreement to rent. We also need to 
.see proper addre.sses used on applications.”

The fourth 
article of that document explicitly empowers 
the Senate to determine the qualifications of 
its members. We have not only the right but 
also the responsibility to set minimum 
standards of moral conduct for ourselves. We 
can Ignore this responsibility only at the cost 
of proving ourselves hypocrites. Since the 
constitution requires me to be a judge today, I 
believe that Senator DiCarlo, the Senate, and 
the public have a right to know the basis of my 
decision.

rcs|X)nsibility under Article IV by expelling 
Senator Di(^arlo. because this would en¬ 
danger his appeal and rob him of his right to 
the due proce.ss of law. My response is that 
the mechanism of appeal is not the integral 
part of due process, but rather a retroactive 
check to insure that the process of law has 
been duly discharged. It is a backup system, 
not the primary judicial system. Further, an 
appeal could * drag through the judicial 
hierarchy for years. Should we do nothing 
until the last judge on the last bench has 
pronounced the last verdict? Should we. as 
some insist, limit our sanction to suspension, 
rather than expulsion? 1 fail to sec that 
suspension would be any less harmful to our 
colleague's appeal than expulsion. Both are 
sanctions and both, therefore, carry a 
presumption of guilt 

Sadly, we must presume that Senator 
Dit'arlo is guilty of serious malfeasance 
Since the Senate cannot sit as a judicial body 
except in cases of impeachment, we have to 
lely on the judgement of the court which 
found the senator guilty. To consider the 
merits of the '’ase would be to second-guess a 
duly authorized court of law. To re-open the 
trial in this chamber would be to enravel 
ourselves in a lengthy judicial process that 
would cripple the Senate in its legitimate 
legislative functions for weeks. 1 have 
previously staled that 1 would find it difficult

to vote for expulsion until I could gain the 
benefit of some evidentiary proceeding to 
formulate a basis for my decision. After much 
research and soul searching, I became 
convinced the framers of our constitution did 
not intend the senate to conduct an ad¬ 
judicatory proceedings to discharge our 
responsibilities under Article IV. 

For Senator DiCarlo. the practical dif¬ 
ferences between expulsion and suspension 
are meager. Whether expelled or suspended, 
he could not resume his seat at least until he 
was exonerated by an appellate court. 1 
realize that there is a question as to whether 
he could regain his seat even after favorable 
determination of his appeal if he w'as expelled 
from the senate. I feel confident that if he was 
re-elected, and exonerated, that he would be 
entitled to regain his seat. Both expulsion and 
suspension bear a heavy onus and require the 
immediate cessation of salary. The senator 
himself has said he considers one penalty 
tantamount to the other. 

The greatest distinction between the two 
sanctions would be felt not by Senator DiCarlo 
but by his constituents and by the public at 
large. If the senator is expelled, the voters in 
his district could choose his successor in a 
special election this year. They could use that 
election as a forum to voice their support for 
Senator DiCarlo. should he decide to run for 
re-i*lcclion. However, if we opt today for 
suspension, then the senator’s constituents 
will not be able to express their feelings about 
him until November of 197H and they will lack 
representation in the senate until January of 
the following year. Just as im{)orlanl as this 
consideration is the psychological impact our 
decision will have on the general public. 


Already jaded by reports of corruption and 
irycreasingly cynical about the ability of 
iwliticinns to police themselves, the poople of 
Massachusetts regard the difference between 
suspension and expulsion as the difference 
between a slap on the wrist and impartial 
justice. 

Our personal loyalties will make it hard to 
vote for the more extreme sanction. But now 
as always, we must subordinate our in¬ 
dividual feelings to the good of the Senate and 
Commonwealth. Just as we would divest 
ourselves of any financial commitments that 
could conflict with our responsibilities as 
senators, so we must now divest ourselves of 
strong personal allegiances which militate 
against expulsion. 

Perhaps the best way to channel our 
sympathy for our colleague and his family 
would be to salvage some positive reform 
from this tragic affair. His trial has 
illustrated serious shortcomings in our 
judicial system and should prompt us to open 
jury duty to a w'ider cross-section of the 
population, which is the essence of a piece of 
legislation filed by one of our colleagues. 
Although this bill relates only to the state jury 
system, it would hopefully incite similar 
changes in our system. We should re-examine 
the grand juries’ power to indict without 
giving the accused the right to counsel and 
then ask the public to find he who had been 
indicted as having the presumption of in- 
nocence. W’c should also re-evaluate the 
granting of immunities to witnesses. 

In summation. Mr. President, 1 oppose the 
motion to suspend .Senator DiCarlo. since 1 
feel bt)und by my oath of office to vote for his 
expulsion.

The Winclieslor Town IMooling has boon offoctively shut off. 

The body which is charged with making the most important 
decisions spending your money for the operation of this town’s 
government, has been blindfokied unintentionally. 

We don't think a deliberate blackout has been Imposed in the strictest 
sense of the word, hut the town meeting membership at this moment has 
to he in total ignorance, or close to it. about the tovv'ii manager’s proposed 
budget for 1977. 

Granted. The Star published Town Manager Thomas Groux’s sum¬ 
mary of the more than S20 million proposed expense budget for fiscal 
1978. but that’s just the problem, it’s a summary. 

What the town meeting knows about that budget they either read in 
The Star, or they asked questions about last night at a public hearing of 
the Winchester Finance Committee. 

Last year, they were first provided with detailed reports of the 
proposed budget that they were to vote on at that time. 

This year they were not. And therein lies the problem. 

Blame for no detailed report this year was laid at the doorstep of the 
FinCom by Mr. Groux. who has heard a lot of flack about the 
unavailability of the detailed report. His office has had to tell inquirers 
that they could either purchase it at ten cents a page, or go to the Town 
Hall or to the Winchester Public Libary to read it. 

There are some 196 town meeting members. It would be no less than 
chaos to expect them to go to any of those places and try to sit down and 
absorb, on the spot, the information they must have in order to make 
intelligent decisions about how your tax money is to be spent. 

Last year at this time, just prior to public hearings, town meeting 
members had copies of the report as it was published by Mr. Groux, and 
they were able to study the report in the comfort of their own homes 
where they were more able to concentrate as they must to digest the 
information. 

Then they were able to go to public hearings with a printed point of 
reference right in their hands to help them ask intelligent questions and to 
follow the reasons for or against expenditures proposals by the FinCom 
or the town manager. 

Groux told The Star this week that the by-law that requires town 
meeting members to inform themselves before debate on the floor of 
town meeting, refers only to warrant articles on which no public hearings 
have been held. In effect, you can’t really call a public hearing at which 
the public has no detailed prior information a public hearing in the sense 
that it has any value. Maybe holding it covers the law, but as a practical 
matter, it is a virtual waste of time. 

And that brings us right back to the beginning, to the question of the 
availability of the report. 

BMther the report should be available for the town meeting members 
prior to any public hearings, or there should be no public hearings at all. 
In the context of holding them in the absence of a truly informed public, 
they have the function of being little more than window dressing for the 
body that is holding such “hearings.” 

That is to say, how can anyone attending any such hearing be on 
anywhere near equal footing with, for instance, the FinCom, as far as 
access to information is concerned. The only information it can get is that 
which the hearing-holding agency gives It. 

Mr. Groux told us that he and the FinCom ...“decided to delay issuing 
the detailed budget until the FinCom could put its recommendations on it, 
which they are doing as they vote on the various parts of it.” 

All right, then. Apparently what it all comes down to after all the 
complaints of towm meeting members who have wanted that report 
before now', is that the FinCom wdll distribute such a report to the town 
meeting members, according to Groux, “at least seven days before the 
action on the budget article is to begin.” He quotes charter (sec. 6-6). 

We don’t think that’s good enough, but because of the timing, it will 
have to be, at least for this year. 

But the next time any such important information is scheduled to 
come to the attention of town meeting members, w'e strongly suggest that 
everything possible be done to get It to them, and in plenty of time to 
ponder its contents and allow them to make the important decisions they 
must make on how' they are going to authorize the expenditure of your 
money. 

After all, Mr. Groux and the elected Winchester Finance Committee 
are the servants of the people. We think they should keep that in the 
forefront of their thoughts, and not merely allow the observance of “letter 
of the law'” suffice. J.R.S.

Concerns 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

There has been much concern expressed 
recently over budget timetables, budget 
distribution and the use of general surplus to 
reduce the tax rate. This letter certainly can’t 
answer alt the questions on these subjects, but’ 
will serve to indicate the feelings of the 
Winchester Finance Committee. 

A major concern has been the latene.ss of 
the town manager’s proposed budget and 
budget message. The by-laws specify Feb. 15 
as tile release date and it w'as actually made 
available to Ihe town on March 21. Believe 
me, no one is more interested in obtaining the 
[)r()pos(*d budget figures than the finance 
committee: VVe have to remember, however, 
that we still are in a transitional process. 

East May’s town meeting w'as the first 
lime that any of us had worked with the 
programmed format. This coming tow’n 
meeting completes the first full cycle. The 
arrangement has been .somewhat modified 
this year by the manager with elements 
regrouped into different sub-programs to 
make for a more logical distribution. This 
plus the DPW reorganization contributed to 
Ihe lateness of Ihe budget. We also have to 
include the fact that the school committee did 
not vote their final budget until March 7 which 
to our way of thinking was a good six weeks 
late. 

Since so much depends on timely reporting 
of Ihe finance committee to the town meeting 
members with our recommended budget, w-e 
prevailed upon the manager to provide us 
with those elements that were finalized in 
advance of the release date. In this he obliged 
us and provided completed elements on an 
ongoing basis starting March 4 and ending 
March 21 when the total budget was released. 

The manager has stated for the record that 
he feels obliged and would have no excuse for 
failing to bring his budget to the Town on the 
proper date as long as the school figures are 
available. This is true even though he feels 
that a February 15 date is too early for him to 
make projections with the degree of accuracy 
he feels necessary particularly in the area of 
revenue and expenditures. 

Last year, the manager distributed of his 
proposed budget to all town meeting mem¬ 
bers as well as the finance committee. This 
was the big. thick yellow book. After we had 
completed our deliberations we also 
distributed our recommendations in a thinner 
blue covered book. This required town 
meeting members to juggle two books as the 
budgets were being considered. We felt this 
was unnecessary. There is no reason why the 
information can’t be compiled into one 
volume with all necessary backup material. 
We consider the natural vehicle for this in¬ 
formation the Finance (’ommittee Report. 

There is another consideration as well. We 
customarily include negotiated increases in 
the budget figures to reflect actual levels of 
expenditures. Due to the late .settlement of 
major contracts, these amounts did not ap¬ 
pear in the manager’s list of proposed ap¬ 
propriations. Several other changes have 
lieen necessary as well. We feel the logistical 
problems of keeping a large number of budget 
books current would be loo costly and lime 
consuming. We are talking about a document 
that exceeds T'iO pages just for Ihe line item 
breakdown alone. The corrected summaries 
on an element level with both historical and 
current figures will be printed in the Finance 
Committee Report and mailed to all town 
meeting members. Meanwhile, copies of the 
manager’s proposed budget are available at 
the Town Hall and Public Library for those 
interested in more detailed information. 

-Just a few words in closing about the use of 
general surplus revenue. This is an extremely 
complicated subject and I’ll refer to it only in 
connection wilb Ihe manager’s budget 
message We feel the manager’s estimate of 
revenue is somewhat high. The sjx-cial 
education funds at this time certainly look 
more realistic at the Sli.W.noo figure than they 
do at $1,042,000. We also feel that full 
provision has not Immmi made in Ihe ’7H figures 
to cover the full impact of negotiations just 
completed. Certainly, some funds will be 
available to offset the tax rate, but even at 
this dale we can’t .say with certainty how 
much 

The fact remains that inflation is running 5 
percent to 0 percent per year and by large the 
tax base is increasing around 1 percent. Also, 
for Ihe ’7H Town Meeting we could be faced 
substantially with the same situation we had 
last year when we had not finished 
lU'gotiations with the bulk of Ihe Town’s 
bargained for employees by Town Meeting 


time. 

We feel that a zero tax increase, while 
within the realm of possibility would seriously 
deplete the town’s reserves and only postpone 
the inevitable. In our opinion it is far better to 
endure a modest increase than to mortgage 
our future and suffer the lesson of Boston all 
over again.

Easter babka

White eggs have started appearing in 
supermarkets alongside the New England 
preferred brown ones. The age-old custom of 
decorated eggs for Easter begins again. 

The egg was a symbol of the creation of 
new life even in pre-Christian times. 
Decorated eggs reached a zenith of popularity 
in Russia about 100 years ago when Czar 
Alexander III commissioned Karl Faberge, 
his court jeweler, to fashion an enamel and 
jeweled egg as an Easter gift for his wife. 

His gift set off a court fad and soon the 
royalty were exchanging jeweled eggs 
fashioned of crystal, enamels, platinum, gold 
and ivory. Many of these eggs are in 
museums today. 

Many Winchesterites were introduced to 
the art of “pysanka” or Ukrainian Easter egg 
decorating by Lesya Ferekh two years ago. 
She taught classes and displayed her 
collection at the library. 

Such eggs were made in the Ukraine 
thousands of years before the beginning of the 
Christian era. According to Lesya, after the 
Ukrainians accepted Christianity, egg 
decorating symbolized the Ressurection with 
its promise of a bettor life. 

Ukrainian legend has it that the world’s 
Rite depends upon the egg, she said. As long 
as egg decorating continues, the world will 
exist. 

The dying process of pysanka is similar to 
batik. Fure beeswax is used in the wax resist 
process because of Its high melting point. 
Bee.swax is applied with a special writing 
instrument. Dying and wax applications 
alternate until elaborate designs are formed. 

• Mrs. David Beccia. whose maiden name 
was Jessica Falamer, has a rich Ukrainian 
heritage. When we called her on Monday, we 
found her making several loaves of Easter 
bread for the family’s gathering at her 
mother’s home. Jessica noted that her 
parents have followed the Greek Orthodox

4 cups all purpose flour (about) 

1 cup golden raisins 
' I cup sliced blanced almonds 

Cream butter and sugar in large bowl. 
Beat four egg yolks until thick and lemon 
colored. Stir into creamed mixture. Soften 
yeast In L cup water. Use warm water (115 
degrees) for dry yeast; lukewarm water if 
using compressed yeast. Add to mixture with 
lemon rind. Beat in salt and cinnamon. Add 
milk and flour to make a soft dough. Stir in 
raisins. Knead in bowl until dough no longer 
sticks to hands. Cover and let rise in warm 
place until doubled in bulk (about two hours). 
Butter a three-quart bundt pan and shape 
dough to fit. Put dough in pan, cover and let 
rise again until doubled un bulk (about I'j 
hours). Beat remaining egg yolk slightly with 
tablespoon of water. Brush on raised dough 
and sprinkle with almonds. Bake in a 
preheated moderate oven (350 degrees) for 
about .30 minutes.

Tbe primary problem at Winter Pond is a 
persistent malfunction of the sewage pum¬ 
ping station located on W’oodside road. 
Previous to about 1972 this pump failure was 
dealt with via overflow into the stonn drain 
which resulted in raw sew'age pollution of 
litUe Winter Pond. As a result of our appeal 
to the Board of Health and Mr. Michael 
Saraco's action this overflow access to the 
storm drain w-as blocked off. 

Currently the sewage pump failure leads 
to a backup of sewage into the manhole in our 
yard with resultant spillage onto our lawn and 
into the pond again. In addition to the open 
sewage spread, this efflux causes instability 
of the sewer cover on our lawn which may 
cause bodily harm to some citizen walking or 
playing on our land. 

The response of the Water and Sew'er 
Department to our objections to this slop-over 
has recently been to pump the raw sewage out 
onto Woodside road and thus back into the 
pond again. 

The failure of any and all town and state 
authorities to correct this pump malfunction 
is magnificent. The time is now to create a 
failproof pumping system. We appeal to the 
citizens of Winchester to help us achieve this 
simple goal.

IXiring the recent campaign for school 
committee you had three separate op¬ 
portunities to become enlightened on my 
stand on issues I felt w’ere important. 

1.) In Tlie Winchester Star. March 17 I listed 
the following issues 

a. Qose schools when long term trends, 
energy, economics, educational reasons 8lx)W’ 
it. 

b. Survey why flight to private schools has 
increased from 1973-74 to 1976-77. 

c. Break rigidity by leaving only merit 
raises above the automatic step raises. 


d. Zero base budgeting; the budget item at 
6.=i4.000 for taxis for 40 students can be 
reduced. 

e. Academic administrators on an 11 month 
vear. 

f. Eliminate extra pay for curriculum 
development. 

g. Other administrators show saving equal 
to their salary or proposal money equal to 
salary. 

Tliese are specific issues, 1 do not lielieve 
in campaigning by waving philosophical 
generalities. As you can see from the above, 
you are in error when you stated in your letter 
that I singled out only one item, tran- 
s|)ortation. 

2.) The second opportunity came during 
the eSA Candidates Night w'hen 1 discussed 
the taxi transportation issue as one item to be 
looked at. I find it puzzling when you failed to 
comment on that item that night when you 


were in the audience and had the opportunity. 

3.) Ten days later I spoke one hour with 
you on the telephone detailing my stand I 
explained at that time that my point was that 
I prefer to save money in the area of auxiliary 
services such as transportation so that it 
could be used in the education of the children 
where it is urgently needed. I cited specific 
examples to you such as the following In one 
instance a child spent three hours a day in a 
cab with four other children. Iliis is an un¬ 
satisfactory situation and in this case two 
taxis should be used. 

At the time of my conver.sation 1 also listed 
otlier specific ways in which savings could be 
achieved by closer coordinating with other 
towns. Hie role of a school committeeman is 
to set policy and look for items that are unreal 
or unconscionable. If I had to sit down and 
work out detailed taxi schedules I could not 
justify paying an administrator $25-40,000. 


In your letter you state that bids, by prira-w 
vendors are.submittrrl and that the lowest bid 
is accepted That is not good enough for me. I 
want an administrator to do a thorough study 
and not depend on biased private vendors. 

Your letter- also states that funds are 
“reimbursable ■' All of us must gel over the 
myth that funds are reimbursable. We pay for 
it. whether it comes from the state, federal, or 
our own pockets. In addition, using this term, 
all is not reimbursable Winchester gets back 
1 to |)cr cent of the state average cost, and we 
are above the average, so we “pay.” 

From all the coffees and leas that I at¬ 
tended 1 can say that the majority of people 
are extremely upset over this $54,000 figure 
for taxis. This equals $1350 per student for 
taxis. The educational cost to educate a 
student in the Winchester schools is $1300 per

One of the most intriguing stories of 
Winchester is that of the clandestine tennis 
court built by ingenious townspeople in the 
.MDC F^ells in the early 1900’s. 

There it was away from the prying eyes of 
Dr. Chidley. the Congregational minister, 
who was instrumental in persuading the Town 
fathers to forbid tennis playing on Sundays in 
Winchester. Since the Metropolitan District 
Commission held jurisdiction over this area 
and granted the permission to build the court. 
Winchester tennis huffs could lob away to 
rtheir heart’s content in the sequestered spot 
:in the Fells on the forbidden day. 


Today, this still open area is a small 
meadow and in it abounds one of the loveliest 
of spring flowers the Bluet or Quaker Ladies. 
These flowers are only 2-8 inches in height 
and bunch together in early spring like pat¬ 
ches of late lying snow. 

These 4 petaled bluish-white miniature 
trumpets have yellow eyes at their centers. 
Their simplicity of form and dainty size have 
made them much loved. Innocence and 
Quaker Bonnets are its other popular names. 

Clumps of these meadow flowers may be 
found on the White Dot Trail (Lower road) 
near the Girl Scout Cabin en route to Long 
Pond.

Within 24 hours of his inauguration, the 
governor established an 11-member JNC to 
solicit and screen candidates for the 
Massachusetts judiciary and for district court 
clerkships, and to recommend qualified 
persons to him for nomination. On June 10, 
1976. Dukakis amended the executive order 
creating the commission and increased its 
membership to 15. 

Wlien a judicial vacancy occurs, the 
commission urges interested persons to apply 
for appointment or to recommend others. It 
requires all candidates to complete 
exhaustive questionnaires concerning their 
background and philosophy, and interviews 
the most promosing candidates before voting 
to send names to the Governor. In many 
cases, the JNC holds public hearings to afford 
the public the opportunity to discuss the 
particular needs of the court where the 
vacancy arises. 

Traveline, the new commission member, 
is a partner in the Malden law firm of Conn. 
Austin and Travaline. He received his 
bachelor’s degree from the University of 
Vermont in 1953 and his law degree from 
Boston University Law School in 1959. 

He is a former member of the Board of 
Delegates of the Massachusetts Bar 
Association, chairman of the association’s 
Legislation Committee and a member of the 
Committee on Criminal Law. He also is a 
member of the Council of the Middlesex Bar 
Association.

Dr. Olive Niles, nationally recognized 
author and consultant in the language arts, in 
keynoting a reading workshop in Winchester, 
alerted teachers to the dangers of over¬ 
testing and highlighted the need for all con¬ 
tent area teachers to share the burden in 
preparing students in the skills needed for 
reading a given assignment. 

She stressed the most content in textbooks 
calls for reading al the instruction level and 
that without good preparation for an 
assignment, all but the most capable will soon 
reach the frustation level in learning. The 
process of learning. Dr. Niles emphasized, 
should be the focus underlying all parts of the 
curriculum. 

In evaluating the high school English 
curriculum, she praised the department for 
its process-oriented writing laboratory, 
noting that the teachers are carrying this 
process in writing and reading into all the 
English elective program, 10-12. She noted 
that the program as structured in Winchester 
reflects sound substance and process and is a 
viable means of meeting the needs of the 
several student populations in Winchester 
without placing the stigma of grade levels and 
lables on students. 

Dr. Niles congratulated the teachers K-12 
for the attention to reading and writing and 
their search for different ways to provide an 
education for each child that their presence at 
a 3:00 - 5:00 workshop twice a week indicates. 
All children, capable as well as less capable 
ones, she had stressed early in her discussion, 
need help in the reading and writing 
proces.ses and in the effecitve transfer of 
these processes as they move from subject to 
subject.

Last year 
Hoffman led Lexington to the State cham¬ 
pionship. pitching in every one of her team’s 
games. Other strong contenders that the 
Winchester coach foresees are Woburn. 
Burlington, and possibly Stoneham. 

Her own team boasts some fine individual 
talent which could jell into a very good club. 
Co-captains Pat Harrington and Audrey 
Leach were among the girls Coach Hosazza 


singled out as keys to the club’s success. 

"Pal is our number one pitcher, she was 
with us last year also, and is also an excellent 
outfielder." said the Winchester mentor, "she 
is also one of our stronger hitters, and overall 
does a fine job for us. 

"Audrey is pretty well established at 
second base right now," Coach Rosazza told 
us. "She’s an excellent all-around athlete, in 
fact in the Medford scrimmage she pitched 
shutout ball for over two innings, even though 
1 told her to let them hit it. We needed the 
fielding practice!" 

Kelly Gately is one of the sophomores that 
the coach is especially pleased with. "She is 
doing an excellent job for us in center field 
and has been one of our better hitters so far. 
Kelly’s definitely one of our stronger players, 
and like all of our first year kids, she’s still 
learning," Coach Rosazza commented. 

The catching position has turned into one 
of the tougher jobs to win this year. Both 
.senior Leanne Fitzgerald and Diane Cullen 
are extremely close at this point, and neither 
looks like they’re about to give way w-ithout a 
fight. "Both Leanne and Diane are very solid 
l)allplayers, both are good defensively and 
offensively.

Harrington. "Both Julie and our first 
baseman. Bitser Dexter, gained a lot of 
valuable experience on JV’s last year, and 
will be big helps for us this season," Miss 
Rosazza said. "Bitser appears to have a lock 
on the first base position and has been doing 
well." 

If the catching situation seems to be a 
problem, the left side of infield is mixed up a 
whole lot more.

"Right now the main thing that is hurting us 
is our lack of experience. If more of our boys 
just had had some more stickhandling ex¬ 
perience, we might be right up there, "Coach 
Bouley explained, "But as it is now, only the 
seniors and some of the juniors have had 
enough exposure, and that brings us to 
another problem - lack of depth. I’m afraid 
that if we get just one injury we’re dead. 

"The club right now, with the exception of 
the middies, is very thin beyond the front-line. 
We have some talent, but not the numbers,” 
he continued. Lacrosse, it seems, is one game 
where quantity can sometimes be more 
beneficial than quality. 

The midfielders are the lone exception of 
the quality in numbers problem. "If we have 
a strength it’s our middies. "Coach Bouley 
says. "Right now we have three seniors out

there on the first line. Gill, Abbanat, and 
Sparky Dwyer. However, with Mark Carzo 
coming back from his hockey injury, I’d like 
to shift Darren back to defense to try and 
shore up that department.

The second line of Chuck Began. Kevin 
Foley, and Chad Doe is "pretty strong" ac¬ 
cording to Bouley. "They give us our best 
backup crew of any position.” he stated. 

If midfield is where the Sachems’ strength 
lies, the defense is where the weaknesses 
start to appear. "Defense is definitely our 
weak spot,” said the coach, "it is here more 
than anywhere else, that our lack of ex¬ 
perience shows.” 

All of last year’s defensemen graduated, 
and thus all of this season’s defenders are 
either former J\'’s or sophomores. "Except 
for moving Abbanat back on defense, we don’t 
have the numbers to try and switch people 
around from position to position, and thereby 
strengthen ourselves.” Coach Bouley ex¬ 
plained. "Richard McCarhty is.our best 
defenseman righ now. he’s more agressive, 
experienced, and a better stickhandler than 
any of my other kids. If Abbanat doesn’t move 
back I’ll start tbe season with Steve DiNofrio 
and Jack Noble at the other two positions.” 

In goal, the Winchester head coach will go 
with Steve Barret. "We don’t have any ex¬ 
perienced goalies coming back this spring, so 
I had to pick the best of the prospects trying 
out. Steve was, my choice, "Bouley said. 
"He’s still got a lot to learn as far as 
slickhandling and passing are concerned, but 
he looked good against Pinkerton in our first 
scrimmage (no goals in 12 minutes of action) 
and could turn out to be a fine goalie.” 

The attack is led by Roche, who. Bouley 
said, "should be our scorer. John will play 
crease attack, has good size is. a pretty good 


stickhandler. and handles himself well 
around the goal.” Flanking Roche will be two 
members of last year’s highly successful JV 
team, seniors Jack MSinnis and Bill Tun- 
nicliffe.

So although the overall team lack of 
playing time could prove to be disastrous 
against a Lincoln-Sudbury or Brookline, the 
talent is there to at least insure a respectable 
finish.

There are a lot of un¬ 
derclassmen who’ll be gaining the experience 
Coach Boyley w'ishes this year’s team had.

Customers can also buy their favorite items already prepared and frozen for later use at 
home. Items available include: Rosina’s famous sauce, stuffed peppers, meatballs, lasagna, 
eggplant, stuffed clams, cheese ravioli, manicotti, stuffed shells and potato gnocchi. 

Senior citizens are welcome to order any item on the menu at a 15 percent discount 
between 3:30-5:30 p.m. Monday through Friday. 

Rosina’s serves up at least 40 gallons of tomato sauce a week. Tucked away beneath the 
Mammola Building on Massachusetts Avenue in Lexington, more and more people are 
finding out that it’s worth taking their families to meet the Mammola family.

For two innings Monday at Trumm Field 
in Somerville, the Sachems two consistencies, 
their great pitching and the bad weather 
which seems to follow them everywhere, held 
up. After that, the weather stayed — lousy, 
sure enough, but the pitching suddenly and 
shockingly left them, as the Highlanders 
broke through in the third for five runs, on 
their way to a 1.1-3 thrashing of the local 
baseball nine.

Med struck out. but the Somerville catcher 
dropped fhe third strike, and then com¬ 
pounded his error by throwing the ball into 
right field in trying to get Medwar.

Lest you think that Mr. Atkinson was the 
only Sachem hurler to gel "roughed up’’ a bit.

Steve Sullivan led off with a 
double that couldn’t have gone more than 100 
feel, as the Somerville shortstop and third 
baseman watched in amazement as the ball 
plopped in between them on the dirt part of 
the infield. George Surabian drove him home 
with another Texas I>eaguer, this one falling 
into shallow center. Handy Pearl then 
reached on an error, putting men on first and 
.second. 

Mike Cavaretta forced Surabian at third 
for the second out, before Bill Murphy ripped 
one into left field to score Pearl. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Cavaretta overslid third ba.se and 
w-as tagged out to halt the rally. 

So. perhaps the Sachems have had their 
comeuppance. They have seen that on certain 
days their pitching staff isn’t exactly 
something to fall down and beg mercy of. It 
could prove to be a valuable lesson for the 
regular season, just in case things don’t go 
right. But. then again, there doesn’t appear to 
be many "Somervilles’’ in the Middlesex 
League.

System for meetings 


School committee elects Frank 


As its first item Monday night, the school 
committee elected Robert Frank chairman. 
Connie Papas vice chairman, and Cathy 
Alexander member to sign payrolls. 

Frank is in the third year of his first term 
on the committee. Papas in her second, and 
Alexander her first. 

After receiving the “congratulations and 
condolences” of School Superintendent 
William C. MacDonald. Frank explained at 
some length the manner in which he wants to 
see the committee function and the meetings 
run. 

His first item was recognition of the 
public’s right (o respond to a topic under 
discussion by the board. 

He said, “Any member of the public may 
be recognized on the topic of debate as long as 
we can maintain an orderly pace to the 
meeting.” 

He further stated that a specific time will 
be set aside in mid-evening for the public to 
bring up a topic or question which is not on the 
agenda for that night. The board of selectmen 
follow this procedure in their “Matters from 
the Audience" section of the meeting. 

Frank asked, secondly, that MacDonald 
refrain from bringing up administrative 
matters before the board whenever possible. 

“The role of the school committee is to set 
policy, goals, and direction. We must be 
careful not to administer for the school ad¬ 
ministration,” Frank cautioned. 

Frank also said that he would like to .see 
committee meetings end by 11:30, even if 
another meeting has to be scheduled to finish 


the agenda. 

He will take the time, however, to “ar¬ 
ticulate the history of an item to be discussed 
if it is warranted,” Frank said. Before a vote 
he will also summarize the action or direction 
which the committee .seems to be taking on a 
specific item. 

One of the other changes Frank wants to 
see is an emphasis on curriculum and per¬ 
sonnel rather than finances and operation. In 
particular, he said, “I would like to see this 
committee do further work on per.sonnel 
evaluation, motivation, and improving 
teaching techniques.” 

Frank is going to have regular means of 
communication with Bernie Silva, president 
of the Winchester Education As.sociation. 
That group has been involved in long, 
sometimes unpleasant, disputes with the 
school committee over teacher contracts. 

“We need to keep open communication 
with teachers and principals.” 

One item Frank wants to see discussed at 
meetings more often is curriculum content. 

“1 want to know what aiid how our kids are 
studying. Education issues .should be at the 
core of the school committee’s endeavors,” 
Frank told the board. 

In his summary, Frank said. “'I’he last 
time a school committee member ran for 
reelection was five years. There’s not a 
helluva lot to gain from this exercise (being a 
school committee member) and I would ask 
you. the public, to be more tolerant of the 
frustrations and the difficulties inherent in 
this job.”

Last week. Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, 
Jr. joined with 59 state legislators in a futile 
attempt to stop an $850 pay raise for members 
of the House. The effort, led by House 
Minority Leader Francis Hatch, was 
presented in the form of an amendment which 
would have removed slate legislators from 
civil service grade 19 and left legislative 
salaries at their pre.senl level. The amend¬ 
ment was defeated 158 to 60. 

Rep. Saltmarsh explained his vote as a 
protest against burying legislative pay raises 
in bills designed to benefit other groups. “I 
feel all such salary increases should be voted 
on publicly .so the public is kept informed on 
those who support such measures,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

“There was much resentment of the recent 
congressional pay raise because it passed 
without a vote being taken in the U.S. House 
of Representatives,” he continued. “It is just 
as unfair for us to use tactics of deceit to gain 
our own pay raises. 

“Last year the l.,egislature voted to place 
state legislators in Grade 19 along with 
thousands of civil service employees This 
means every time employees in that 
classification are granted raises, legislators 
automatically realize the same salary lx) 08 t. 

Saltmarsh maintained that such an 
arrangement really aerves to put legiilators 
on the spot. “If we vote in favor of raise.s for 
.ntjatf emploveet we must also vote for our 
orwn,” he aaid. “If we vote against such bills 


As his first order of business as-newly 
elected School Committee member Dick 
Holland made the long-expected motion to the 
committee Monday night that the Wyman 
School be open for another year. 

Both he and Cathy Alexander won seats on 
the school board primarily on their favorable 
stands regarding neighborhood schools. 

The town will have to vyalt until Tuesday

Moved, That William C. MacDonald, 
Superintendent of Schools, is hereby 
requested to prepare foi the school com¬ 
mittee, by October 1, 1977, a written report 


U.S. Rep. Edward J. Markey this week 
announced $69,000 in federal money has been 
approved for the Town of Winchesier to 
conduct an engineering study of problems in 
the town’s sewer system. 

According to Markey, the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) has ratified the 
amount, equal to 75 percent of the estimated 
cost of the study. The town will be required to 
pay $23,500. Total cost of the study is $92,500. 

The project, termed an “Infiltration- 
Inflow Study,” will be conducted by the 
private engineering firm. Coffin & Richard¬ 
son, Inc., for a six month period. 

The proposed study area, according to the 
EPA, includes the Winchester sewer system, 
a portion of Woburn served by the Winchester 
system and a section of Winchester being 
served by Arlington’s sewer system. 

The project study will conclude with a 
report detailing areas where the Winchester 
system may be overburdened because of 
excees ground or storm water running into it. 
The report will determine where it is 
economically feasible to eliminate actual 
sources of excess flow as well as the scope of 
any new sewer construction projects deemed 
necessary to meet the needs of the town. 

To arrive at its conclusions, the study will 
be divided into nine subject areas to be in¬ 
vestigated to gain a complete picture of 
Winchester’s sewage system problems.

1 also firmly believe that any pay rai.se voted 
by a legislative body should not take effect 
until the following legislative session. It is 
wrong for us to increase our own salaries. 
Instead, we should vote adequate com¬ 
pensation for the office—not the office¬ 
holders.” 

Saltmarsh i>ointed out that an independent 
citizen pay board provided for by statute had 
functioned successfully in the past. “It could 
be assigned and task of recommending 
legislative pay levels if the governor would 
reactivate it,’’ he claimed. “'Hie terms of its 
membei*s have run out and the governor lias 
failed to appoint new ones.” 

The passage of the $850 marked the third 
Lime this year legislators will realite a f>ay 
increase. Last year their salaries were in¬ 
creased from $12,608. to $15,818. to becx)mf 
effective January 1, 1977. Effective April 1, 
1977, salaries were increai»ed to $14,363.96.

If these plans involve school closings and-or 
consolidations, the report should suggest 
which schools might be closed or con¬ 
solidated, the dates when they might be 
closed or cohsolidated, and the pupil 
redistricting which would be required. The 
report should specify the number of grades 
and the expected number of students in the 
high school, the number of junior high schools 
- if any - and the number of grades and of 
students attending each, as well as the 
number of elementary schools and their 
expected complement of students. 

The committee would also appreciate 
receiving any other information and 
recommendations that may be necessary for 
a comprehensive assessment of the impact of 
the expected decline in enrollment on the 
Winchester public school system.

System Map ($4,1)00) — A 1” equals 300’; 
.scale map of the sewage system will be drawn 
up to be used as a master sewer plan. 

Interviews ($2,000) — Interviews will be 
conducted with past and present members of 
the Sewer and Highway Dept., local plumbers 
and sewer contractors to gain knowledge of 
the age, condition, type of nipe, layout of the 
sewer system, and general information on 
groundwater and geology of the area. 

Population Study ($5,000) — A population 
projection will be made using available data 
to determine future growth and its influences 
on the town’s sewer. 

System Flow Diagram ($9,000) — To be 
prepared to show the maximum capacity of 
all major sewers within the Winchester 
.system. 

Flow Measurement ($3,000) — Used to 
measure capacities of the town’s system in 
dry and wet weather conditions. 

Determination of System Needs ($15,000) 

- An analysis report will be prepared for 
submission to the Stale and Federal Water

School officials are honored

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Board votes reelection of firsts second year 
teachers; approves reinstatement of German 


The sch(X)l committee Monday night 
covered a variety of agenda items, ranging 
from reelection of first and second year 
teachers to reinstating German at the high 
school. 

The committtee approved the following 
ix'rsonnel Administration: first year.

Other teachers not recommended for 
reelection at this time, will be considered at a 
future school committee meeting. 

There was considerable discu.ssion about 
evaluation techniques and forms, with Dick 
Holland expressing “frustration” and Robert 
Frank “lack of constructive criticism” 
regarding the present evaluation system. 

Superintendent William C. MacDonald 
said that within a week he and Henry Perry, 
assistant superintendent, are meeting with 
the school principals to discuss the problem of 
the evaluation technique. 

He said, “The problem is the tool as much 
as people Riling in the tool.” 

Cathy Alexander said before any vote on 
reelection of first and second year personnel, 
“I cannot in good conscience vote due to this 
evaluative process and 1 must abstain.” All 
personnel reelection votes passed 4-0 with one 
abstention. 

Frank invited principals and teachers to 
the school committee meeting in two weeks 
when he hopes to have the teacher evaluation 
question on the agenda. 

In other action, the board accepted John 
Rudolph’s proposed Winchester summer 


school program. Tlie program will run June 
27 to .-August 5 at the Muraco and Ambrose 
schools with no increase in fees over last 
year’s payments. 

Registration blanks and course descrip¬ 
tions will be sent from school with the 
children the first week of May. 

The summer program will offer reading 
improvement, mathematics improvement, 
Ix'sley-Winchester enrichment program, and 
Lesley-Winchester individualized reading- 
language program. 

On the secondary level it will offer 
mathematics improvement. English im¬ 
provement. personal typing, earth science 
enrichment. American Studies I. Algebra IB. 
Algebra 11. plane geometry, trigonometry, 
and basic skills of high school English. 

The school committee also approved 
Henry Perry’s recommendation that teacher 
aides who have served three years should 
receive an additional five days’ salary in June 
of that year. This would mean a budget in¬ 
crease of $700 to the fiscal year 1978 budget. 

Although Perry referred to the “bonus” as 
an incentive to keep aides within the system. 
Jack Noble commented that an increase of 
two and a half percent is not “incentive” as 
and is. in fact, “somewhat demeaning” to the 
aides. 

“Why not give them a raise to maybe $21 
or $22 a day instead?” he asked. 

To a question from Cathy Alexander, 
I^erry said that aides receive the same 
consideration as others applying for teacher 
jobs. 

The vote to grant the additional five days’ 
pay was passed 4-1, with Noble voting in the 
negative. “I would hope for something better 
for these aides,” he said. 

The .school committee also voted to 
reinstate German in the Winchester High 
School curriculum and to hire a 2-5 teacher 
for that job. 

Although Dick Holland suggested holding 
off on the vote until selection of a teacher and 
curriculum were settled. Chairman Robert 
Frank reminded the committee that there is a 
“legal obligation” to parents requesting the 
course to provide it. 

MacDonald will have a detailed program 
by May 1. He said, “The key is instruction and 
the instructor.” 

German has had a history of being 
dropped after the first year because of lack of 
interest. 

The motion to reinstate German carried, 
as did the motion to increase the school 
budget by $5500. 

Connie Papas made clear note that “when 
the public has asked for cuts, w'e have given 
them cuts. Now they’re asking for something 
to be added and w-e’re adding.” 

The school committee Monday night also 
met the student advisory committee, in¬ 
troduced by outgoing chairman Brian Tar- 
box.

Cathy Alexander offered to be on a sub¬ 
committee to meet regularly with the ad¬ 
visory students. 

Jack Noble noted that last year at this 
time, the town had spent $24,218 on van¬ 
dalism. This year’s figure is $11,222. 

“I have to credit the kids for this, not the 
school committee.” Noble said. 

One of the items on Monday’s agenda 
which brought .several observers to the 
meeting was the question of whether Win¬ 
chester should employ its own school nurses 
or continue to rely on the services of the Tri- 
Community health service. 

The board voted to maintain the March 3 
vote whereby the town will terminate its 
nursing service with Tri-Community. 

Under the new- system, Howard Niblock, 
assistant superintendent, said that the town 
could afford four full-time nurses, one aide, 
plus travel and fringe benefits, at a rate of 
$7000-9000 for a nurse, and $3000-4000 for a 
health aide. 

In addition, the town would pick up a 17 
percent increase in services. Under the Tri- 
Community plan, schools received 3698 hours 
of service! The new plan would give the 
schools 4320 hours of .service.

Library ups charges for notices, bills 


The trustees of the Winchester Public 
Library have voted to add charges for sen¬ 
ding notices on overdue materials.

He further said, "I do not believe that we 
can avoid long-range plans. We must see what 


the proper and best alternatives are which the 
tow'ti can come to in the next five years.” 

Holland insisted that funding for operating 
Wyman another year would have to be added 
(0 Ihc school budget and not cut from other 
programs. 

Committee member Jack Noble, saying he 
was in favor of keeping the school open, 
suggested that in keeping with school com¬ 
mittee policy, the motion which was 
presented Monday night should be discussed 
and voted on at a subsequent meeting. 

Newly elected Chairman Robert Frank 
agreed and set Tuesday night for the next 
meeting. 

In addition to input from the school 
committee members, including Dick Holland 
and Cathy Alexander, both elected In March 
at least partly on the basis of their stands on 
neighborhood schools, the committee is 
looking for response from Wyman parents. 

A questionnaire, prepared by MacDonald, 
was to have been sent to Wyman parents, for 
immediate return before next week’s school 
vacation, asking them whether, given another 
year at Wyman, they would choose to return 
to that school or to remain where their 
children have been redistricted.

will attend the Lincoln School. 

Frank said. “It needs to be demonstrated 
to me that Wyman will not opt for the open 
eiu’ollment so that it would be uneconomical 
to run Wyman next year.” 

MacDonald said that he has two plans 
regarding the Wyman situation. Whether 
Wyman closes or remains ho said that within 
a week he could put either plan into action. 

Before any discussion of Holland’s motion. 
Chairman Robert F'rank recognized Norine 
Casey and her attorney, Robert Graves. Miss 
Casey, director of the Bartlett School in 
Arlington, has expressed interest in leasing 
the Wyman building for expansion of her 
school. The Bartlett School, with 116 students, 
is Arlington’s largest private school. 

New committee member Cathy Alexander 
questioned the appropriateness of Miss 
Casey's appearance. 

“I think that disposition of a school 
building comes under the jurisdiction of the 
hoard of selectmen and that perhaps Miss 
Ca.sey should be speaking with them,” 
Alexander said. 

Jack Noble concurred. “Any decision I 
make will not reflect on what Miss Casey says 
tonight.” 

Chairman Frank ruled that “alternative 
use of the building is relevant to the 
question.” 

Connie Papas said, “You must remember 
lhal the school has already been closed as of 
August 15.” 

Miss Casey was permitted to present her 
cx|)ectations should the town lease her the 


Wyman building. 

She needs room for expansion, frhe hboA, 
and she would like to add perhaps « severttb 
and eighth grade to the K-6 she runs now 
Approximately 20 percent of her students are 
from Winchester. 

“I am very interested in cTqranding the 
Winchester market, and if I could move into' 
fhe Wyman building, more parents would be 
able to send their children to Bartlett.” she 
said. 

Atty. Graves suggested that because the 
building is so large, it might be possible for 
the town to continue to use a few rooms during 
the transition to eight elementary schools. He 
also suggested a couple of rooms could hou.se 
special needs classrooms. 

F'rank pointed out that a vote of town 
meeting would be necessary for the town to 
lease a building for five years, but that 
selectmen could make a 30-day tenancy at 
will arrangement with Bartlett. 

Miss Casey asked that a decision be made 
as soon as possible so that she could notify her 
parents and teachers before the end of the 
school year. 

In answer to a question from the audience, 
Miss Casey said that she had not actively 
pursued a building in Arlington or Lexington 
for her expansion. She added that schools will 
lx* closing in those towns and that a building 
could be found. 

After brief discussion about driving 
arrangements and tuitions, the committee 
began its deliberations on Dick Holland’s 
motion to keep the Wyman School open.

Wyman School closing

A year ago, as a new school committee member, I began to study in 
real detail the Implications and ramifications of declining elementary 
enrollments in Winchester. At that time it appeared to be a relatively 
simple proposition based on the logistics of housing our students in 
buildings within their neighborhoods and at the same time providing 
them with the quality of education that has always been a proud tradition 
in W’inchester. It wasn’t long before I realized that there was much more 
involved than buildings and children. The next factor that entered the 
equation was financial. In light of the economy, the town’s tax base and 
tax rate and the outcry from town meeting, the finance committee and 
the public for fiscal conservation, could the school committee continue to 
afford the luxury of partially empty buildings? Buildings that must be 
lighted, heated, administered and maintained regardless of the number 
of students occupying them. 

As a result of these concerns, the school committee and the ad¬ 
ministration went in search of answers as to how we could best serve the 
children and the town. After considerable study and research including 
input from other communities in the Boston area, in California, Illinois, 
Maryland and from the State and Federal governments, it became in¬ 
creasingly apparent that the declining enrollment phenomenon is not 
unique to Winchester, but in fact is viewed as a national concern with an 
enormous impact on education. And, we further learned that although it 
is viewed with some trepidation by School Committees and ad¬ 
ministrators because of its emotional and political implications, it is and 
can be an opportunity for positive educational benefits. Dollar ex¬ 
penditures can be maximized through more efficient building use and 
more effective personnel application. It was the consensus that 
elementary schools of 300 to 500 students provide the greatest flexibility 
and optimum educational opportunities. 

The next question to be addressed ^as how does this apply to Win¬ 
chester? We pride ourselves in our neighborhood school concept. But 
what is a neighborhood school? To my mind that means a school which is 
readily accessible to the children who live within a reasonable distance so 
that they can walk or be transported in a short amount of time. Certainly 
in a town of less than six square miles it Is easy to imagine that any 
number of schools between six and twelve would satisfy the neighborhood 
concept. The determining factor is the relationship between the number 
of students to the stated capacity. The number of elementary students in 
Winchester is 2330 this year and will drop another 100 next fall. The stated 
capacity of our buildings is 2764 as computed by the Enrollment Study 
Committee and includes a 10 percent flexibility factor. CJlearly by next 
September we will have at least 534 empty seats, or the equivalent of 
more than two Wyman Schools. All of this information led me to the 
conclusion that from a school committee policy point of view it would be 
in the best interests of the students and the town to close at least one 
school. 

At this point however, I was still uncertain that such a move should be 
made at this time in view of the sentiments expressed by the parents of 
the school in question. The committee as a whole decided to wait until the 
task force made its report to town meeting. Based on data from the ad¬ 
ministration, the task force presented its recommendations for long- 
range building utilization, using as its focus the year 1982 when the high 
school can house grades nine through twelve. At that time the elementary 
configuration could be K-4 and 5-8, K-5 and 6-8 or K-6 and 7-8. The task 
force concluded that any one of these plans could be satisfied with sub¬ 
stantially less than nine elementary buildings and that the closing of one 
building this year would be consistent with their findings. They further 
stated that the exact configuration and timetable should be set by the 
school committee. 

Why then, you might ask, has not the school committee formulated a 
long-range plan? The answer is readily apparent to me. We should be 
moving in the direction of our 1982 configuration, but cautiously and 
carefully without commitment to one specific plan so that we can con¬ 
tinue to monitor enrollments and keep our options open to address any 
future changes that may occur. This is not to say however, that we should 
be derelict in our responsibilities to provide the best education for the 
least number of dollars in the interim. 

And this leads me to the final ingredient in making the decision to 
close a school this year. The school committee began its budgetary 
considerations and it soon became apparent that in order to respond to 
the town’s financial circumstances we had to make some very difficult 
decisions on educational priorities. While I feel very strongly that each of 
our schools should have a full-time principal, the decision was made to 
continue with the dual principalship for two schools, a teaching principal 
in another, and significantly increased workloads for the principals of the 
remaining schools. It was further decided to virtually eliminate staff 
participation in curriculum councils, and reduce the central office staff. 
In doing all of this and closing a school, we have constructed a budget 
which serves the needs of our students and is responsive to the town. 

Now let me share with you what the consequences of reconsidering the

Hearing sparsely attended

The public hearing by the Winchester 
Finance Committee last week to discuss the 
budget of more than $20 million, was a flop in 
terms of attendance. 

A knowledgeable attendee counted 32 
persons including the FinCom. There were 
five town meeting members of a total of 196; 
two school committee members, and select¬ 
men. Others included town employees and a 
couple of policemen. But the general public 
was distinguished by its absence, as were 
town meeting members. 

It may be that the members couldn’t have 
followed the session anyway, since they didn’t 
have detailed reports of the budget, which has 
been the source of some controversy of late. 

Someone has made a good point about the 
reason for obtaining additional conservation 
land as a buffer zone. Winchester sits in a 
snug, self-contained cocoon buffered on all 
sides by green belt areas of bordering com¬ 
munities. including Ix‘xington, Woburn and 
Arlington, Medford and Stoneham. The idea 
is that Winchester can do something along 
these lines to help itself too, by obtaining the 
Moss property in the west side of town. 

The asking price is $600,000, but the con¬ 
servation commission expects from 50 to 75 
percent reimbursement from state and 

federal funds, and they don’t expect to go 
through with the deal unless they are 

guaranteed that such funds will be for¬ 
thcoming. 

One of our readers makes the valid point in 
a letter to the editor this week in which she 
points to the “conservation pioneers” who 
fought for the Middlesex Fells Reservation 
that we enjoy today. It’s worth thinking 

about.

We thought it 
would be better to concentrate on the com¬ 
panies we have and try to nurture them and 
make them as strong as possible.” 

They figure that since last fall conferences 
they have held have generated $10 to $12 
million in new business for New England 
companies. 

Markey’s meeting was with local small 
business “sellers” and large corporate 
“buyers.” It is called a “Regional 
Procurement Conference.” Its aim Is to find 
out how small enterprises can obtain con¬ 
tracts from large enterprises.

Greek cooking^s special appeal

The subtle flavorings and seasonings of 
Greek cooking have a special appeal to me. 
The food is neither hot nor oily as some who 
are not familiar with it believe. 

Some flavorings are typical and olive oil is 
widely used. Despite tv cooking teachers and 
“authentic” recipes, I have learned that 
Americanized Greeks usually prefer to use 
butter in pastry baking and save the olive oil 
for meats, casseroles, vegetables and salads. 

1 agree on this point after trying olive oil in 
pastry. 

Mint and oregano flavor salads, meats and 
vegetables. A whiff of cinnamon or nutmeg is 
a delightful addition to the hamburger- 
eggplant moussaka or ground meat-macaroni 
casserole called pastitsio. 

My husband’s enthusiasm for eggplant 
and my lack of enthusiasm for rich gravies 
combine beautifully with Greek cuisine. The 
Greeks are not fond of sauces unless they 
consist of the juices in which the foods were 
cooked. These juices are not thickened with 
flour or cornstarch. A combination of beaten 
egg and lemon juice gives dishes a piquant 
flavor and foamy consistency which are 
typically Greek. 

The occasion of Easter falling on the same 
dale (his year in both Orthodox and Georgian 
calendars called for a special dinner this 
weekend. 

We held a buffet dinner and guests and 
hosts contributed Greek spinach-cheese pie in 
phyllo pastry crust, moussaka, veal meat- 
balls in egg-lemon sauce, Easter breads, and 
baklava pastry dessert. 

I plan to contribute this economical Greek 
casserole to a covered dish supper for cast 
members rehearsing “Prisoner of Second 
Avenue” for the linitarian Players this 
weekend. 


Pastitsio 

1 '2 pounds ground beef 
I cup chopped onion 
1 can tomatoes (16 ounces) cut up 
1 can (6 ounces) tomato paste 
' 4 teaspoon dried thyme, crushed 
1 pkg. elbow macaroni (2 cups) 

4 slightly beaten eggs whites 

cup cubed feta cheese or American cheese 
cup butter or margarine 
'2 cup all purpose flour 
' 4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
4 cups milk 

4 slightly beaten egg yolks 

In skillet cook beef and’onion until meal is 
browned; drain off excess fat. Add undrained 
tomatoes, tomato paste, thyme and one 
teaspoon salt. Simmer, covered, for 30 
minutes, stirring often. Meanwhile conk 
macaroni according (0 package directions; 
drain well. Stir egg whites and cheese into 
macaroni; stir in meal mixture. Turn into 13 
by 9 by 2-inch pan. 

In large saucepan melt buter, blend in 
flour, cinnamon, and one teaspoon salt. Add 
milk all at once. Cook, stirring constantly 
until thickened and bubbly. Remove from 
heat. Gradually stir some hot sauce into egg 
yolks; blend well. Return egg yolk mixture to 
remaining sauce, stirring reapidly. Pour atop 
meal mixture. Sprinkle lightly with ad¬ 
ditional cinnamon, if desired. Bake at 375 
degrees until heated through. 35 to to 
minutes. Let stand 10 minutes before serving. 
Serves 12

This property was 
considered very desirable for Winchester’s 
green areas way back in 1967 when an in¬ 
ventory of open spaces was first made as one 


of the first duties of the newly-formed con¬ 
servation commission. 

Although Winchester is fortunate in 
bordering the Middlesex Fells and in having 
other green areas, there is still a great need to 
have larger natural spaces on the west side of 
town. Most of the land that the commission 
was trying to acquire ten years ago has now 
been developed. This is an opportune time to 
be sure to leave some small additional areas

closing of the Wyman school will be: 

1. The school committee and administration have already spent a 
substantial portion of the past two years studying this problem. To re¬ 
open the issue would mean that much more time which will not be 
devoted to educational policy and implementation. 

2. The building has been turned over to the selectmen effective August 
16. The opportunity to lease the building to a private school has presented 
itself which would allow us to preserve this option at virtually no cost to 
the town. To delay our decision is to lose this golden opportunity. 

3. Our budget would have to be reconsidered to include the $72,000 for 
the operation of Wyman. In view of the actions already taken by the 
finance committee to cut a quarter of a million dollars from our current 
budget request, it seems unlikely to me that they will be receptive to a 
substantial new increase and would therefore recommend unfavorable 
action to town meeting. The school committee would then be forced to 
make further cuts in personnel and programs which would seriously 
erode the educational quality for all our students. Can we in good con¬ 
science dilute education to pay for a structure we don’t need? 

4. Lastly, and most Importantly, to reopen this issue is to have 216 
children suspended in mid-air not knowing where they will go to school 
next year. The superintendent completed his redistricting plan last 
month and all of the Wyman families have been notified of their new 
school district. There is a feeling of security that the decision has been 
made; the children have a school today that they can call their own. We 
have an obligation to provide consistency and continuity to these 
children. 

In closing I would like to urge my colleagues to consider very carefully 
the points that I have raised. I believe that in closing a school we have 
made educational progress, we have served the best interests of all our 
students and we have faced a difficult problem in a most constructive 
way. We have an obligation as school committee members to make 
educational decisions for the entire community and to stand by them, not 
to make them contingent upon town meeting or any other body’s actions. 
The choices are clear: we can either provide the educational leadership 
of our office or we can wait for others to do it for us while the students and 
the school system suffer. 

I would strongly urge you not to make a decision based on short-term 
political gains and long-term educational losses.

permanently wild for future generations, as 
the Fells was left for us by far-sighted 
pioneers in this field. 

For those worried about the effect on the 
tax rate of the purchase of this land for 
conservation, I offer the following facts: 

(1) Several studies have shown that real 
estate developments have brought costs to 
towns that were higher than the increased 
revenues from such developed property. 

(2) Property values of land adjacent to 
parks and conservation lands tend to increase 
in value more than values in fully developed 
areas so that the loss of tax base is minimal. 

This is an excellent chance to maintain the 
image of Winchester as a fine town with many 
valuable assets. 

I request all town meeting members to 
give this article 15 favorable consideration.

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High school student program 
establishes a new job bank 


Merrimack alumni plan reception May 1 


The staff of the Career Life Inform.alion 
Piogram tCLlP> at the High School is 
currently involved in organizing a job bank 
for their students. Currently in its first year of 
operation. CLIP combines a job oriented 
course of study with actual work experience 
(or non-college bound, vocationally oriented 
students Sixty students are participating in 
the program this year, and 75 students have 
enrolled in CLIP for next year. 

.Aimed primarily at helping students find 
job placements for the Program’s “Work 
(•'Nperience" requirement, the job bank is 
abo viewed as a way of establishing a 
stronger link between CLIP students and the 
variety of employment resources available in 
the Winchester community. Many of these 
students will be seeking full time employment 
after graduation. A working experience in the 
town could be a key factor in their decision to 
settle here rather than move to a new and 
different community. 

The purpose of the “Work Experience” 
requirement is to give students the op¬ 
portunity to not only experience the job ap¬ 
plication process but also, if hired, to assume 
the responsibilities necessary for a good 
emplover-employec relationship. For some 
students the “Work Experience” may 
provide an opportunity to learn specific job 
skills helpful in determining job or career 
options. 

Students can receive up to ten credits for 
their “Work Experience” which may be 
either voluntary or paid. The four program 
teachers are responsible for contacting 
employers periodically to check on at¬ 
tendance. work experiences, attitudes, and 
future prospects. Most CLIP students are 
released from school between 12 and 1 p.m. 
each day to be at their work assignments. 
Students are also available to work at night 
and on weekends. 

Ms. Barbara Sagan, who recently joined 
the CLIP staff, will have major responsibility 
for establishing the job bank. In the weeks 
ahead she will be visiting businesses 
throughout Winchester to discuss the 
program’s “Work Experience” requirement 
and to ask employers if they would contact 
the CLIP Office at the high school when they 


know of or anticipate job openings. The 
number to call is 729-9303, ext. 36. Employers 
should ask to speak with Barbara Sagan or 
David Miller.

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High school update... 


WHSR~FM conducting a survey

On June 1, 1956 at 7 p.m. WHSR-FM, the 
high school radio station, went on the air for 
the first time and has been broadcasting ever 
since. Surprised? You say you didn’t know 
that there was a radio station at Winchester 
High School? Don’t worry about It, WHSR has 
managed to remain a secret from many 
Winchester residents. 

WHSR-FM is a ten-watt, non¬ 
commercial, educational radio station that 
broadcasts on its assigned carrier frequency 
of 91.9 mega-hertz on the FM band. Being non¬ 
commercial means that there are no com¬ 
mercials to interrupt the station’s 
programming. About 20 percent of the 
broadcast day at WHSR is devoted to 
educational programming, such as news 
shows, talk shows and instructive shows like 
Men and Molecules a science program. 

Except for faculty adviser Dave Frary, 
the station is entirely student-run. Its 
broadcast day extends from 2:30 p.m. to 10 
p.m. Monday through Friday. The advent of 
the seven period day at WHS has forced the 
station to curtail its broadcasting efforts 
during school time due to the fact that not 
enough of its student staff have the free time 
necessary to run the station. 

From 2:30 to 4 p.m. the station broadcasts 
educational programs. The remaining time 
from 4 to 10 p.m. is divided into three, two 
hour shows run by the students. Most of the 
shows have an all-music format, but other 
programs such as the Trivia show that now 
airs on Tuesday afternoons from 4 to 6 p.m. 
also make appearances. One of the nice 
aspects of listening to WHSR is that the 
listeners can call up and request the songs 
they like to hear and actually get them aired 
rather than having to pick a song from a play 
list, a situation that sometimes occurs at 
larger stations. 

WHSR has broadcast capabilities from 
both the high school auditorium and gym, the 
McCall auditorium and Manchester Field. 
The station is a public service station, with a 
duty to serve the Winchester community. It 
does this by bringing its listeners all Win¬ 
chester Town Meetings and Winchester High 
School Sachem football and basketball home 
games. It also broadcasts other special 
events, such as concerts from the high school 


auditorium and important Winchester School 
Committee meetings. The results of all town 
elections are broadcast on the night of the 
election.

After a week that can only be classified as 
a loser, the Sachem baseball nine resumed 
their winning ways, Monday, in dealing the 
Revere Patriots a 9-3 setback at Curtis Park 
in Revere. The win halted a three-game slide 
that began last Monday with Somerville (3-^ 
13), continued with a 7-inning tie, and even¬ 
tual 6-3 loss to Malden, and finished Saturday 
in another loss to Somerville (see separate 
story.) 

Winchester looked very impressive in the 
contest, especially third baseman George 
Casey, who reached base three straight times 
and handled two chances flawlessly at the hot 
corner.

Revere went with righhander Steve 
DiCarlo to start the game, and with his now 
famous dad looking on, breezed through the 
first five batters. His Patriot teammates had 
spotted him a 1-0 lead on an RBI single by 
shortstop John Festa. 

But with two out in the Winchester second, 
things started to happen. Tim Powers coaxed 
a walk out of DiCarlo, and on a 2-2 pitch, 
Casey brought him home. 

George hit a smash at the shortstop, who 
hobbled it and threw it past the first baseman, 
Charlie Lightbody. With Powers running full 
tilt with two out, he easily scored, and Casey 
pulled into second. No credit for the run 
batted in. but George had done his job. 

That tied it, but Revere soon went ahead 
with two more runs off Allard in the second. 
With two out Joe Norris singled. Mike Lentz, 
the centerfielder, ripped a smash into left- 
field, with Norris going to third. Lentz took 
second on the relay throw. 

Then the Patriot right fielder. Steve 
Cushing drove both runners home with a 
ground ball up the middle for a 3-1 lead. 
Winchester came back with a run in the third. 


before grabbing the lead for good in the 
fourth. 

After one out. DiCarlo suddenly lost his 
control. Powers and McGoldrick walks 
sandwiching around a Casey basehit. At this 
point Cushing entered the game as the Patriot 
pitcher, and he was just as ineffective. Two 
walks and an infield out brought home three 
runs before the inning ended. Winchester led 
5-3. 

In the next frame the Sachems picked up 
two more, again only on one hit as in the 
previous inning. Once again it was Casey who 
collected the singleton. Four walks proved to 
be Cushing’s dow-nfall in that inning. 

Finally, two more tallies came crashing 
across the plate in the final (sixth) stanza. 
Bill Murphy walked. Allard singled him to 
second, and Jon Pettee brought Murph home 
with a hit to center. After a Perkins single 
loaded the bases, Allard scored on a Festa 
(shortstop) error on a ball hit by Powers. 

After a force at the plate, the final run 
scored on a walk by Mark McGoldrick. his 
third of the day. Atkinson then came on in the 
Revere sixth, and after a flyball to Powers in 
left, struck out the next two batters for the 
victory. 

It was a good win for the team for a 
number of reasons. First and foremost, 
probably, is because it helped them to regain 
a bit of their lost confidence from the 
Somerville debacles. Secondly, it will give 
them that extra edge for when they open up 
the regular Middlesex League season, 
tomorrow, at Lexington. 3:30 p.m. From now 
on out they’re all for keeps!

Softball team season 
to open today at Concord

Coach Joan Hosaz.za's varsity and Coach 
Pam Hufo's junior varsity softball teams get 
underway today, with their season openers at 
('oncord-Carlisle. The game will start at 3:30 
p m., and the Sachems will be without the 
services of co-captain .Audrey Leach, who had 
other obligations to meet today. 

Based on what the Winchester troops saw 
of Concord-Carlisle last Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon. today’s game should not be easy. The 
Patriots spotted the Sachems an early 1-0 lead 
and then jumped all over the local pitching, in 
a LS-J cakewalk. Winchester also faced 
Arlington. Tuesday afternoon, in their final 
scrimmage before today's opener. 

In the Concord fiasco, things started out 
very promising, with co-captain and starting 
pitcher Pat Harrington getting the visitors 
out in order in the first inning. The Sachems 
then took their 1-0 lead on a single by third 
basemen Sue Vavner. her steal of second, and 
then an KB I basehit by Leach. 

Then in the second. Concord broke through 
against Harrington. The key hit was a long 
two-run homer by shortstop Linda Nardone 
who finished the day going 3 for 3, scoring 
four runs, and driving home three) that went 
up the gap between leftfielder Julie Kisil and 
centerfielder Kelly Gately. 

In the third. The Patriots scored four more 
off Harrington. Ijefore sophomore Kathy 
Driscoll came on to nail down the final out. 
Driscoll then went on to pitch the best ball of 
any Sachem so far this spring, with two more 
scoreless innings.

After Kathleen was through her work for 
the day, another soph. Linda Pierce, was 
brought in. The Patriots picked up on her 
where they left off with Harrington. Kight 
runs in two innings later, the game was over, 
as Pierce got slammed around at will by 
Cocord, although in the five-run seventh, 
three Sachem errors didn’t help any, 

Winchester picked up its other runs on a 
home run by Harrington in the third, and a 
Concord gift in the seventh. Driscoll reached 
on an error by the leftfielder. Pierce bunted 
safely for a hit. and Ix?annc Fitzgerald drove 
Kathy home with an infield out. 

Although the game wasn’t very positive 
scorewise. at last the starting positions are 
finally starting to become clearer. It appears 
as if Yavner will be the Winchester third 
baseman today, and junior Barbara Red¬ 
mond looks pretty good at short. Their 
backups are Toni Vacca and Mary Russo, 
respectively. 

Against Arlington the Sachems looked the 
strongest they have since spring training 
began. If not for a bundle of errors (nine) and 


if Coach Rosazza had stayed with her first- 
stringers, it is very possible that Winchester 
would have had a victory. As it was the 
Trojans managed to hold on for an exciting 14- 
11 triumph. 

Regular left fielder Julie Kisil injured her 
knee in a practice session prior to the 
Arlington scrimmage, and will miss today’s 
game along with Leach. Pat Harrington will 
move into left, Lisa Willard goes to right, and 
sophomore Kathy Driscoll (who has really 
been impressive on the mound) will be the 
starting pitcher. 

Arlington, with the aid of a Winchester 
error, and a big triple by Kathy Spencer 
jumped off to a 4-0 lead against Driscoll, 
Tuesday. The Sachems came back with one in 
the bottom of the first, when Harrington 
singled, moved up on a steal and wild pitch, 
and scored on a passed ball by Arlington 
catcher Linda Atlas. 

Kathleen worked three more innings, 
giving up three runs, most of which were 
unearned, while Harrington was creating yet 
another score for Winchester with her daring 
baserunning, and a big error by the Trojan 
shortstop opened up the gates for two more in 
the fourth. 

Harrington came on in the Arlington fifth 
and gave up a run, before the Sachems made 
their first real run at the lead. With the score 
8-4, Winchester battled back to within a run. 

Kelly Gately (who played an exceptional 
game, both defensively in centerfield, and at 
the plate, going 3 for 3, with a walk and a 
sacrifice fly) led off with a single, and was 
erased at second on a fielders choice by 
Driscoll. Lisa Willard (another soph with a 
fine day, 3 for 5) then stroked a single, and 
Leach drove the run home with a basehit. 

Linda Pierce then cleared the bases with a 
hard-hit blast that the second baseman 
couldn’t handle, making it 8-7. But although a 
Tony Vacca single and a walk by Harrington 
loaded the bases, Arlington’s pitcher, Denise 
Caterino, managed to get Diane Cullen to pop 
up for the final out. 

Pierce then took the mound, and although 
she was more impressive than in her last 
outing, against C-C, she was tagged for five 
runs. However, none were earned, as three 
errors, not basehits, proved to be her 
downfall. Leach finally put a stop to the 
madness with a heads-up double play, snaring 
a hot liner that deflected off of Dexter’s glove, 
and tagging first for the double play. 

Winchester came back with two runs of 
their own in the bottom, of the sixth, on 
another single by Gately, a walk to Dexter, a 
single by Willard, and an error by the short¬ 
stop on a ball hit by Pierce. Arlington picked 
up a pad run in the seventh without the benefit 
of a hit, making it 14-9, before one last 
Sachem rally.

Leanne Fitzgerald then hit a booming 
triple over the centerfielder’s head for the 
tenth Winchester run of the afternoon. Gately 
brought Leanne home with a long fly to center 
field. Then three straight singles, with only 
that one out, brought the crowd (would you 
believe seven people?) to its collective feet. 

Dexter, Willard, and Leach all reached on 
hits, but Winchester was thwarted on its final 
comeback attempts, when Pierce popped up, 
and Mary Russo lined hard to left field.

On a day more conducive to ice hockey 
than baseball, the Somerville Highlanders 
made it two in a row over the Sachem 
baseball team, “dropping” them, 10-3, at 
McDonald Field, Saturday. 

To give you an indicalion of how cold it 
really was, consider that the Boston Red Sox 
called off their regularly scheduled game that 
afternoon. But in desperate need of practice, 
the Winchester squad took the field, and 
seemed more the worse for wear.

Employment 
and unemployment statistics 
based on results of this 
survey are used to provide a 
continuing measure of the 
economic health of the 
Nation. 

For example, in February 
the survey indicated that of 
the 96.1 million men and 
women in the civilian labor 
force, 89.0 million were 
employed. The Nation’s 
unemployment rate was 7.5 
percent, up from 7.3 percent 
in January but stubstantially 
below the recession peak of 
8.9 percent reached in the 
second quarter of 1975.

Despite (he referendum vote of the town 
last fall and despite the election of two new 
.school committee members who ran for office 
on (he platform of retaining neighborhood 
schools, the Wvman School will not open in 
the fall. 

The school committee Tuesiday night voted 
3-2 not to re.scind the action of the December 
13 meeting at which (he Wyman School was 
declared surplus and turned over to the board 
of selectmen effective August 15 for 
disposition. 

The two votes to re.scind the previous 
board’s action came from Dick Holland and 
Cathy Alexander. Holland had presented that 
motion and two others. 

The board unanimously passed the first 
part of Holland’s motion which calls for 
Superintendent. William C. MacDonald to 
present a written long-range plan which 
would include possible future closings and 
consolidations, redistricting, and impact of 
enrollment declines. The motion calls for 
such a plan to be presented November 1. 

The second part of Holland’s motion called 
for all nine elementary schools to remain 
open while such a long-range plan is 
developed. Chairman Robert Frank did not 
put that question to the board because of the 
previous vote not to rescind the decision to 
close Wyman. , 

The third motion, to ask town meeting to 
reinstate $73,000 for operating Wyman next 
year, was likewise not presented to the board. 

The overflow crowd at Sanborn House, 
which had asked many questions during the 
two-hour discussion before the vote, listened 
in silence as the members voiced their votes. 
Most of the .50-odd persons were Wyman 
parents. 

Member Cathy Alexander was the first to 
speak on the question of rescinding the 
December 13 vote. She said, “Let us have a 
long-range plan and not, in the absence of a 
plan, presume conclusions which the town 
does not want.” 

She called for study of the impact of 
declining enrollment and suggested that the 
investment of “a few pennies” on the tax rate 
was worthwhile until a set of alternative 
school plans was developed. 

Both Jack Noble and Connie Papas urged

Opportunity for meaningful conservation commitment

Winchester is at the crossroads and 
i;:' whichever way she turns the impact will be 
iji: felt for generations of townspeople. 

Approximately 57 acres of land have been 
offered for sale to the conservation com- 
j:;: mission at a cost of about $530,000. Half or 
lij: more of the cost will be borne by federal or 
state funds. Either town meeting will vote in 
iji: May to permit the town to acquire this con- 
iji: servancy land on the west side of Cambridge 
ijii street or the town will vote to lose this 
ij-j pro|:K>rty, probably forever, according to 
ijij W'alter .1. Farrell, chairman of the com- 
iiii mission 

ijij “There are several reasons for acquiring 
iiii open land right now,” he said. “The most 
ii'i important is that undeveloped land is 
:i:i available only once. There are other reasons, 
:i:i of course, bu! (here’s a certain urgency about 
ji:- acquiring the Moss and Kelley properties 
now.” 

jiji The town has already indicated a need for 
jiji open space land. The planning board study 
lij: and the local growth policy committee study 
iji last year indicated that although Winchester 
iji has green space for recreation, more is 
iji needed. 

iji The accompanying map shows the 
iji pro|)erty which is currently being offered the 


town. It is somewhat smaller than the 
acreage originally proposed by Farrell 
because of certain requirements that there be 
secondary access every 600 feet on a cul-de- 
sac. Part of the land will have to be kept so 
that secondary access can be constructed. 

Farrell figures that the total cost of the 
package will run to about $530,000. He has 
been in touch with a Boston bank which has 
given him interest figures lower than those 
previously announced. 

Farrell, cautioning that the numbers can 
fluctuate, said,“The highest figures will 
probably be in the vicinity of $253,250 
borrowed on (Jetober 1 for two years at 3.6 
percent, and $276,750 bonded on that date for 
to years at 4.6 percent.” 

The funding should come in within the two 
years allotted for borrowing the $253,250. The 
worst year financially would be fiscal year 
ending 1979. 

The accompanying chart, prepared by 
Farrell, shows the financial assumptions and 
dollar impact for (he next ten years. 

On the tax rate, such an acquisition would 
increase the rate by 25 cents for fiscal 1978- 
1979. From then on It would decrease. Farrell 
gives the example of property assessed for 
$20,000 would reflect a tax bill increase of five 


dollars (he first year with subsequent 
reduction. A $40,000 assessment would mean 
an additional ten dollars that first year, and 
an assessed value of $60,000 would raise the 
homeowner’s tax bill by $15 that first year. 

Farrell has given his assurances that no 
acquisition will take place unless written 
agreement for federal or state funding or both 
as.sures that at least .50 percent of the cost will 
be reimbursable. 

The conservation commission will apply 
for fue.ds under the .Massachusetts self-help 
program and the federal land and water 
conservation fund 

He will ask that town meeting authorize 
the purchase after the town has received 
written state or federal agreement for at least 
50 fHO’cent reimbursement. 

“If we don’t get the funding, we don’t buy 
the land.” Farrell said “We are not asking 
the town to provide the $.530,000.” 

Assuming the written agreement, the town 
will borrow for two years an amount equal to 
the reimbursable portion of the land 
acquisition costs and bond for the remainder. 

The figure of $253,250 which Farrell 
suggests borrowing anticipates a reim¬ 
bursement of only half the total That figure 
could be as much as $397,500 thereby making 
the amount to be bonded $132.:500

Wcylman, town meeting member and Wyman 
parent. Alice Mirak, chairman of the Fin- 
com’s school budget sub-committee, said, 
"Without the closing of Wyman, we would 
have questioned expenditure for a new 
English textbook for the elementary schools. 
The elementary school library book 
allocation has been increased by more than 60 
percent over last year’s. The output for the 
high school computer has doubled.” 

Hester Keller commented. “I am enor¬ 
mously concerned that this kind of crisis¬ 
dealing will go on. Until we have a long-range 
plan, to close any school is a bad idea. I can 
just see us going through more of this cri.sis- 
dealing every time a situation comes up in¬ 
stead of having plans so that we know just 
what is happening." 

Town meeting member Robert Meindoe 
countered the comments by Wyman parents 
and .said, "When tow'ii meeting voted to close 
a school last year, it was after many com¬ 
mittees had made many studies. This could 
go on and on. Another study at this point has 
its drawbacks. There is no evidence that 
enrollment is flattening." 

MeIndoe further pointed to the fact that 
other tow’tis are closing their schools and that 
"Winchester is dragging its feet” He offered 
three more points, "A vote to open a school

now rai.ses questions about the firmness of a 
school committee vote. Fewer and larger 
schools are educational considerations in 
closing .schools. Finally, the Bartlett School 
has offered to occupy the Wyman premise 
and we could always have it hack if we needed 
it” 

Nancy Mills responded to Meindoe and 
said. “The subject tonight is a long-range 
plan. The town meeting vote and the vote for 
the two new school committee members 
indicate the town’s desire for a long-range 
plan." 

Sally Cincolta added. "The voice to he 
heard now is the taxpayers’. If they want to 
s|K'n(l the money to keep the school open, then 
keep (he school open” 

In resjXMise to a question from Alice Mirak 
about a new plan, MacDonald said. "The plan 
would basically run along the lines of the ones 
I have already proposed, that is a four-year 
high school. Then I would consider the con¬ 
figuration of the various buildings and the 
middle school concept, grades 6-8 or fi-H or K 
8. Should there he a single 7-8 school in one 
building?" 

(Tiairman Frank called for MacDonald’s 
recommendation on the motion to rescind tin’ 
previous school committee’s vote. 

"I have asked the superintendent for his 
profe.ssional recommendation, giving light 
weight to the electorate." Frank said before 


MacDonald gave his recommendation. 

MacDonald said. "It is pretty damned 
hard to divorce financial from educational 
advantages. The fact is we have more space 
than we need and I recommend closing an 
elementary school and that that elementary 
school he Wyman." 

.Sandra Pomeroy, president of the Wyman 
Parents .Association, responded. "I foresee a 
leal tragedy when in three years there is a 
chance of second redistricting for a certain 
percentage of the Wyman children. Until we 
know the direction we’re going in. there 
should he a moratorium on closing any 
schools. ■’ 

Richard .Santos suggested that the 
techniciues of long-range planning would he 
valuable in coming to a set of alternative 
plans for the school department. "You can 
make plans under given sets of assumptions, 
for instance if the enrollment figures in 
crea.se. remain the same, nr decline." 

C’hairman Robert Frank spoke at length on 
his opinion, generally remarking on the town 
wide redistricting which would follow if 
Wyman wer»' to remain open and other 
schools, probably Parkhurst or Noonan, were 
to clo.se. He also pointed to the interest in the 
Wyman building which the Bartlett .School of 
Arlington has shown. 

Bartlett is the largest private primary 
school in Arlington. Last week. Norine ('‘asey. 


owner of the school, told the school committee 
of her desire for expansion of the school and of 
her Winchester market 

Frank also said. "We must put this issue to 
rest for the kids and for the administration. 
This is distracting the administration from 
more educationally central issues” 

The final comments before the vote per¬ 
tained to the so-called “flight to the private 
schools’’ which some towns are experiencing. 

Frank said. "If even one child leaves this 
public .school system for educational rea.sons. 
you have every obligation to lake us to task." 

The vote was taken and Wyman will not re¬ 
open. The selectmen musl now decide on 
disposition of the building

Conservation land 

One of the most important issues that will come before the town 
meeting in May is one which (leej)ly concerns all of us, our children, their 
children and their children’s children. 

That is land acquisition, specifically the Moss property, the .Tl-plus 
acres of land that the Winchester Conservation Commission is asking the 
town to purchase and keep in perpetuity for the benefit of today’s Win¬ 
chester citizens and for generations yet unborn. 

For an example of the value of such an acquisition, you need only look 
as far as the magnificent Middlesex Fells Reservation to understanrl 
what we mean. It has been referred to by those who are attempting to 
present the idea of this land acquisition in the best possible light, and it is 
a good one. 

We do not intend to launch into a long-winded editorial in support of tht' 
warrant article, for there are articles in today’s Star that tell the story 
well. \N e refer you to page one for Karen Whittlesey-First’s “Winchester 
at the Crossroads” article about the proposal, and to a letter from Mrs. 
Seferian, which shows vividly the feeling experienced by a citizen of the 
desire and the need for such open land, a green, sylvan oasis in the 
macadam desert. 

We hope town meeting members will read the articles and letters and 
come to the same conclusion we did: Winchester needs this land and 
should buy it. J.R.S.

A positive approach 


Hy Robert (Kricson 

February 15 is the date set by Town-Ry-I.,aw for the town manager to 
submit a complete and detailed budget to the town. This deadline was not 
met this year. 

The extenuating cii-cumstances connected with the delay have b(*en 
aderiuately communicated in the press and at the finance committei' 
public hearing on the budget on April «. Despite this, a strong protest has 
been raised and rightly so. One form of protest was a pi’oposal to the 
selectmen that tlu* town managei’ should be removed for failure to 
comply with the mandated schedule. There is also talk that charter 
revision is necessar’y because it is unworkable as written. 

As a former charter- commissioner. I feel sti’ongly that th(‘ town is in 
danger- of losing its |)er-spective on this matter-. My purpose in writing is to 
invite public attention to basic |)r-inciples. 1 hope that with these pr-in- 
ciples firmly in mind we can continue the orderly transition pr-ocess, 
which wi* have for tunately enjoyed so far, toward the new model of town 
gover-nment envisioned by the Char-ter-. 

All concern(‘d shouki tak“ not(‘ of the two basic elements of the (’har-ter-. 

1. The citizens r-ight to know - This is clear-ly stated in the major-ity 
r-epor-t, -.Many individual pr-ovisions of the Dharter, to a much gr-eatm- 
degree than at pr-esent, detail your- right to know how the decisions of 
town policy-maker-s are affecting the management of local affair-s. It is 
designed to allow the voter- to be better able to measure the per-for-manct* 
of officials. As such, government will be mor-e responsive to the will of the 
peo|)le whom it is established to serve.” 

2 . Full public r-eview of fiscal plans - This is clear-ly stated in the ex¬ 
planatory notes on Ar-ticle (5. Finances and Fiscal Pr-ocedures: “This 
article |)r-ovides a char-ter- basis for- the reejuirement that all officials of 
the town pr-epar-e and furnish to the finance committee all necessar-y 
budget information in time for- full public review pr-ior- to budget action by 
the town meeting.” 

The C’har-ter- is explicit on both of these points. The town should settle 
for nothing less. 

However-, in s(‘ctiori (J.H Submission of Pr-oposed Budget - the (’har-ter- 
says - -within a time fixed by by-law the town manager- shall submit to 
the finance committee a pr-oposed budget.” The (^har-ter- did not fix a 
fiscal timetable. The (’har-tcu- was deliber-ately drafted to pr-ovide for- a 
working out of a practical fiscal timetable. The commissioners wer-e fully 
aware of the potential conflicts between the town manager’s situation: 
his dependanc(‘ on timely submission of a budget by the school com¬ 
mittee, the availability of the cherr-y sheet and the effect of delayed 
collective bargaining settlements the finance committee’s ne(*d for- 
time to review and take a position the duty of the town meeting 
member- to i)r-epar-(* for- debate by infor-ming himself in advance on 
warrant articles. 

It is obvious that at this stage in our- tr-ansition period we have not yet 
resolved this anticipated conflict. We must all now focus on an ecjuitable 
resolution of the conflict. We collectively have not even begun to move 
rationally towar-d this m*cessar-y resolution. 

'I'liis is an appr-opr-iat(‘ matter- on which the standing committee on 
gover-nment regulations shouki take the initiative and pr-ovide the 
leadership necessar-y for- a r-esolution of th(‘ conflict. This can only be done 
thr-ough a r-('Vision of (’hapler 1. Section 1- of the by-laws. This pr-(*s(*ntly 
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Governor Michael S. Dukakis signs proclamation of National YWCA Week, April 
24-30. Cambridge YWCA associate director, Sandra Aylor Scott, left, and 
Elizabeth C. Herberich (Winchester resident, 17 Sheffield West) Cambridge 
YWCA president, right, were present at the proclamation.

An MBTA registration team will be in 
Medford on Wednesday, April 27 between 9:30 
a.m. and 2:30 p.m. to proce.ss applications for 
reduced fare identification cards for eligible 
senior citizens and eligible handicapped 
citizens of Medford and surrounding com¬ 
munities. 

Registration will take place at the 
Saltonstall Center. 121 Riverside ave. 

To be eligible for a senior citizen reduced 
fare identification card, which contains the 
name and address of the holder and a color 


photograph for positive identification, senior 
citizens must bring proof of age — 65 years or 
older — such as a birth certificate, baptismal 
record, or driver’s license; proof of residency 
such as a driver’s license, library card or 
charge plate; and a 50-cent cash fee. 

Medicare cards will not be accepted as 
proof of age. 

The MBTA stressed that senior citizens 
who already have a reduced fare iden¬ 
tification card do not need to register again. 
What appears to be an expiration date is used 
merely for internal auditing and control 
purpo.ses. Once a reduced fare identification 
card is issued, it is good for life. 

To be eligible for a handicapped citizen 
reduced fare identification card, good only 
during off-peak hours, handicapped persons 
must present acceptable proof of their 
disability such as a Medicaid card showing 
Uategory 03, handicapped; a certificate of 
award letter from the Social Security 
Administration: evidence of 70 percent or 
more disability as determined by the United 
Stales Veterans’ Administration; or com¬ 
pletion of MBTA Form No. SN-7 which must 
be approved and signed by a physician or 
state or federal agency serving the han¬ 
dicapped. 

The MBTA forms will be mailed to anyone 
requesting them by calling the MBTA’s 
Special Needs Office at 722-5123.

Genial Ed Govostes is a master of many 
crafts. 

He is equally at ease with the intricacies of 
assembling a commercial heating system or 
turning out his own spaghetti with a pasta 
machine. 

The Wendell street resident can analyze a 
plumbing problem with the same aplomb that 
he is able to turn out an eight-course dinner 
for family or friends. 

He has angled for trout with the best 
fishermen in the area and studied the 
techniques of Oriental vegetable preparation. 

Ed has been active in the local plumbing 
and heating business for 25 years and a 
partner in the Winchester Plumbing and 
Heating firm on Holton street for the last to 
years. 

“Cooking is a hobby.” he said, noting that 
he has been the family Sunday dinner chef for 
25 years. He discus.sed his hobby and plans for 
a silver wedding anniversary trip with wife 
Jean to Europe in May over coffee in the 
kitchen-den combination that he designed 
himself. He is anticipating a visit to the wint* 
region and chateau districts of France. 

Although he inherited a basic interest in 
foods from his parents, the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank (iovostes of Woburn, his interest 
branched »)ut from the family’s Greek 
heritage. He learned a great deal about 
classic technique and preparation from the 
Julia Child television shows. “J never missed 
a show.” he states proudly. 

He looked for advanced cooking classes 
close lo home and found two professional 
teachers right in town. He studied Oriental 
lechni(|ues with Jeanne Tahnk of Fletcher st. 
and professional chef and advanced Italian 
cuisine from Robert Dowling. Trinity rd. 

He is Impressed with the emphasis on the 
excellent (|uality of the basic food ingredients 
used in the professional classes. “Only the 


freshest most perfect vegetables, dairy 
products, and meats are used,” he said 
“(’ooking is carefully controlled to bring out 
the best flavors and enhance, not overcook, 
various foods.” 

As Ed’s interest in cooking techniques and 
equipment expanded, he put aside his interest 
in trout fishing. He was once president of the 
long-time established Malden Anglers fishing 
club. 

Instead he redesigned the family kitchen 
with an old barn board-type of paneling, 
added a sophisticated new stove with a built 
in barbecue and designed a very masculine¬ 
appearing den and fireplaced family room 
adjoining the kitchen. The spotless kitchen 
and the den cluttered with souvenirs and 
mementoes reflect the many sides of Ed 
(Jovostes.

Career program really works

When one thinks of the educational 
process, schools and classrooms are one of 
the first things that come to mind. However, 
learning does not necessarily need a 
classroom to take place. The Community 
Career Program rfl Winchester High School is 
living proof of this. 

The program is a valuable oppportunity 
for students to gain actual w’orking ex¬ 
perience in a field they may be considering as 
a career. A wide range of courses are 
available, varying from courses containing 
individual instruction such as journalism or 
physical therapy to larger, more class-like 
situations as exists in the ver>- popular police 
and fire science courses. Community Career 
Program Adviser Diane Boettcher em¬ 
phasizes the fact that the courses in the 
program, which previously went under the 
name ‘"Hie Max-Ed Program,” arc open to 
all students. Any student at WHS who shows 
an interest in entering the program will be 
given the opportunity to do so. 

The courses themselves are one semester 
in length and a student receives two and one- 
half credits for taking the course, the same as 
any half year course offered at the high 
school. A comrpunity career course may take 
the place of an in-school course for seniors, 
while underclassmen must take them in 
addition to their regular courses. Presently in 
its fourth year of existence, over 500 students 
have taken part in the program. 

The following is a list of all the courses that 
are presently being offered through the 
program: Police Science, Fire Science 
Elementary School Aide, Specialist Aide in 
Physical Education, Art, Home Economics. 
Industrial Arts, Math or Physical Education. 
Hospital Work, Physical Therapy, Recreation 
Therapy, Pharmacy, Lab Technology, 
Journalism, Accounting, Dental Assistant, 
Working with the Council on Aging, Special 
Needs Aide, and Library Work. 

Next year, many new courses will be 
added to those listed above. The additions will 
include courses in Respiratory Therapy, 
Pupiteering, Interior Decorating, Jewelry 
Making, working with a Probation Officer, 
working at a Travel Agency, working in a Day 
Care Center and working at the Montessori 
Nursery School. 

There will also be one change in the 
makeup of two of the courses next year. The 
police and fire science courses will be com¬ 
bined into one course. The merger will 
provide a broader range of opportunities for 
the student. 

Just to give you an idea of what the 
students do in the courses, in physical therapy 
the students watch therapists at work and 
then the students themselves take part in the 
rehabilitation of patients. In Lab Technology 
the students run test on blood samples and get 


an opportunity to take blood samples from 
patients. 

A student does not necessarily have to 
limit himself or herself to the courses that are 
offered. If a student has an interest in an area 
which is not offered in a course, he or she may 
devise their own course. A student-designed 
course must meet the approval of two people, 
Mrs. Boettcher and the principal of Win¬ 
chester High School, Mr. Larocco. Once this 
approval has been obtained, the student can 
go ahead with the course. 

Many students have taken advantage of 
this option and have devi.sed their own 
courses. This year one student is learning to 
be an airplane pilot while another is working 
with the Ivcague of Women Voters, getting a 
first hand view of how the political process 
works. Another student is teaching gym¬ 
nastics to elementary school students in 
Winchester, while still another is taking a 
course in architecture from a Winchester 
architect. 

As you can see, the Community Career 
Program offers the students of Winchester 
High School the opportunity to gain first hand 
knowledge and experience in a career field 
they are interested in, an opportunity they 
might not otherwise receive until much later 
on in their lives. Mrs. Boettcher says that 
many students have made career decisions 
based on the program. She feels that ‘‘every 
student should be involved in the Community 
Course Program before they end their high 
.school career.” I could not agree more. If you 
are a student at the high school and are in¬ 
terested in any of the courses mentioned in 
this article or have an idea for one of your 
own, you should see your guidance counselor 
or Mrs. Boettcher. 

One vital aspect of the program has not yet 
been mentioned. That is the help and 
cooperation that the program has received 
from the people of Winchester, wtihout which 
it could not exist. Anyone who has a 
willingness to show the ins and outs of their 
profession to a high school student is urged to 
get in touch with Mrs. Boettcher at the high 
school. Your presence in the program would 
be deeply appreciated.

Drama creativity workshop 
pioneers with seniors 


Wheelchair Yoga and an improvisation on 
the old tale of Stone Soup highlighted the 
Senior Creativity Workshop demonstration 
for the patients and staff of the Winchester 
Nursing Home last Wednesday, April 13. 
Mimi Burtnett, Recreation Director of the 
Home, and Sara Dillon, Co-ordlnator of the 
Winchester Recreation Dept. Initiated the 
program and provided a social hour af¬ 
terwards for both the performers and the 
participating audience. 

The senior group has met for 12 Wed¬ 
nesday afternoons at the Lincoln School with 
Paulett Taggart and Polly Keppler of the 
Winchester Drama Workshop. Co-sponsored 
by the Recreation Department, Donald L. 
Spinney, Director, the new activity has been 
noted by other communities. June R. Hall, 
Advocate for the Elderly with the Eastern 
Middlesex Dept, of Mental Health, visited the 
workshop on March 30. After participating In 
their two-hour session of Yoga, Sensory 
Awareness, Movement, Mime, Theater 
Games and Improvisation, she wrote: 

‘‘I cannot endorse enough such pioneering 
efforts to release the creative ability of older 
adults. Such a program offers an enhancing 
experience at a deeper level than most Senior 
Citizens are offered.” 

A one-hour demonstration last week started 
with body warm-ups performed either 
standing or sitting by both the group and the 
audience. Yoga positions that followed in¬ 
cluded ‘‘The Moon Energy Series” of Bill 
Kennedy accompanied on the piano by the 
well known teacher, Edith Bolster, playing 
‘‘Clair de Lune” by Debussy. The Yoga ended 
with relaxation controlled by deep rhythmic 
breathing. Then the crawling movement was 
demonstrated and its many benefits 
described, such as strengthening the back 
and abdominal muscles and increasing blood 
circulation to the brain. 


Broad smiles greeted ‘‘Positive and 
Negative Space," a theater game in which 
half the group assumed a live sculpture 
arrangement; the second half filled in the 
empty spaces; the first help extricated 
themselves to survey the abstract sculpture 
created and then moved in to fill the empty 
spaces differently. 

Finally Polly Keppler began narrating the 
story of Stone Soup which the workshop group 
first brought to life by creating the setting of a 
village square with its vegetable stand and 
outdoor cafe. They named the town 
"Nowadays” where nothing was as good as it 
used to be and everyone complained about the 
high prices of food until one day the Happy 
Wanderer arrived with the unique ability to 
make soup out of stones; he shared this talent 
with the unhappy people to change their 
frowns to smiles as he left them singing and 
dancing. 

The Wanderer was played by Arthur 
Fonseca and other characters created by the 
workshoppers were: Farmer, Bernhardt 
Anderson; Storekeeper, Lib Smith; (^fe 
Proprietor, Mary Frotten; customers, Anne 
Feuss, Helen Flahive, and Kay Bond; Choir 
Director, Lenor Rich; Gypsy Singer, Mimi 
Biagiotti; Dancer, Helen Donovan; and Stem 
Banker, Irene Callahan.

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Winchester ^Tennistown USA^ and there^s no disputing it

Winchester's track team posts 
Sachems^first opening win 


Call Winchester "Tennistown. USA,” it 
has earned the distinction. Or at least 
■ rennislown. New England.” Annually the 
levs n turns out some of the nation’s top young 
tennis players, such as Phil Kadesch and 
.hmniy Winn .And just as regularly their high 
school teams are at or right near the top of the 
heap li looks as if history might repeat itself 
this year 

Both of the high school’s tennis outfits, the 
hoys and the girls, are coming off Middlesex 
l.eaguc championships, and the boys, under 
neu head coach Paul Mulloy, are the 
del ending New England Division 1 Cham¬ 
pions The girls, coached by Margie Sexton, 
lost m the State quarterfinals to Concord- 
( arlisle last spring. 

Both coaches think that their squad should 
he a power again this year. "I think that both 
Lexington and Belmont are very strong 
teams and they should give us some very 
lough matches.” said the girl’s coach. "We* 
were fortunate to beat both of them last year 
;t-2. hut we’ve lost our first two singles players 
and pari of our first doubles team, and they’ll 
Ik' hard to replace. I should think that we 
would be in the top three of the League, at 
least." concluded Coach Sexton. 

Coach Mulloy left little doubt but that 
Winchester should easily win the League 
again "Oh. 1 think w’e’ll win the League. 1 
don’t really believe that the other towns can 
match our talent. There are some adequate 
clubs, but we should have no trouble.” 
However, the boy’s coach emphasized, the 
tournament is a different story entirely. 

“The thing with the tournament is that it’s 
only a one-shot deal, one loss and you’re out. 
On any certain day there is always a good 
chance of an upset occuring,” he explained, 
“and some team might catch you in a poor 
mental state, or on a day when we’re just not 
hitting right Let’s face it, every team will be 
psyched up to play us, they’re going to be 
shooting al us since we are the New England 
champs.” 

Al this writing, many spots on the girls’ 
learn had not been finalized, and could still 
change before Monday’s opener with 
Watertown because of challenge matches. 
However, no matter where Coach Sexton 
winds up playing her girls, they all look to be 
capable of giving a winning performance a 
majority of the time. 

"Bight now the first singles position is a 
draw between Beth Noble and Tricia Welch,” 
said Coach Sexton. "One will eventually drop 
down and play second singles, but at this time 
they are still battling for the number one slot. 

"Beth is an excellent player,” said the

coach in describing her talented sophomore, 
"who has beautiful form and hits nice, deep, 
hard shots. She’s a very good player now, and 
I expect her to be even better as she gains 
experience. She is very, very promising. 

"Tricia is, likewise, a very strong player.” 
said Miss Sexton. "She's a steady player. She 
didn’t play varsity tennis as a sophomore, but 
was our third singles player on last year’s 
team.” 

The third singles position has changed 
hands several times during the spring 
practice sessions and challegne matches, and 
the tight competition is between seniors Helen 
Sandford, Chris Guarnaccia, and Liz Patrick. 
Coach Sexton told us that the two who finally 
lose out will team together on the first doubles 
.squad. 

"There’s a lot of healthy competition on 
the team, especially among those three,” the 
second-year tennis mentor said. "All of them 
are good, .solid tennis players and each has 
her own individual assets w’hich help them. 
Right now a lot will depend on the results of 
the challenges, and our scrimmages (one of 
which is tommorow, at home, against Con- 
cord-Carlisle, at 10 a.m.) The potential is 
there, no matter who winds up going down, 
for a really good doubles team.” 

There are four girls who are currently 
trying to squeeze into the final two slots on the 
second doubles team. They are Stephanie 
Martin, Karen Anderson, Kathy Whitney, and 
Libby White. "There’s a lot of good potential 
among these players,” said Coach Sexton. 
“These four players are on about the same 
level, which makes it hard to determine who 
will finally win the positions. Again, seeing in 
head-to-head, or scrimmage action will be the 
only way to establish them.” 

The boys team has also had its share of 
ladder climbers, eager to change things 
around a bit. However, with four players 
returning (plus last year’s first singles 
player, Jim Ferrera, who will be sidelined for 
a while after an operation on his back) from 
last season’s N.E. Championship club, things 
are pretty much solidified. 

"My function,” said Coach Mulloy 
Tuesday,” is to keep the team motivated. It is 
more difficult to repeat a championship in 
anything, and I’ve got to be able to get them 
prepared psychologically for each meet. 

"I’m very impressed with the way the kids 
have been putting out so far. There can 
always be a tendency to say. Aw, what the 
heck, we’ll win it easy, why try so hard? after 
winning the whole thing. I think an excellent 
example is the '76 Red Sox. But the team 
hasn’t lost that hunger - they want this second 


one just as badly as they wanted the first - and 
they’ve been working hard. 

"We’ve lost Jimmy for a while, and 
anytime you lose someone of his ability itll 
hurl. But the team has made up for his loss by 
putting out even more, and I’ve been very 
pleased.” Of Ferrara’s injury, the first-year 
coach doesn’t believe his loss will affect them 
in the early League games. 

"The fact that the operation occurred at 
the beginning of the season, when we play the 
rest of the Middlesex League clubs, is 
beneficial, since they won’t tax us that 
much,” said Mulloy. “A lot will depend on 
how well he can come back and help us later 
on, when we get to the tournament.” 

With Ferrara off the ladder for the time 
being, junior Rhys Thomas has moved up a 
notch to first singles, and brother Lloyd will 
play second singles. "Rhys potentially ha.s the 
talent to be nationally ranked,” Mulloy 
related, "and in a sense he is - as one of the 
top doubles players under 16 years of age, last 
year. A lot will depend on how well he stays 
with it, working out. hitting daily, and the 
like. 

"I think that he’ll become one of the best 
players to come out of this area; at least as 
good as Kadesch and Wynn,” praised his 
coach. "Like them. I think he’s got his eye on 
a southern school, where he can play a lot. 

"He’s got a very strong competitive 
nature, which, channeled in the right 
direction, can be a positive factor. If he turns 
this into greater concentration, and not let 
himself be distracted by mistakes, he’ll be a 
super performer,” concluded the coach. 

"Lloyd is a very hard worker,” described 
Coach Mulloy. "he’s extremely conscientous 
and is a solid captian for us. He’s shown 
leadership among the team, and has assisted 
me greatly in setting up the conditioning 
programs for each of the kids, and giving me 
insight into the players. 

"He'll be a solid factor to the high school 
tennis program, once again this year. He 
works hard with what he has, which is a lot,” 
finished his coach. 

The big surprise of the tennis season has 
been the emergence of sophomore Jimmy 
Willing as the third singles player. Jim 
defeated Kipak Khaund in a challenge match 
Monday to wrest the position away from the 
junior. 

"Right now. Jimmy has been Hie big 
surprise of the season,” said Mulloy. "He’s 
vaulted all the way from seven to three on the 
ladder. For a sophomore he has a lot of poise. 

"He’s got good topspin on his shot and is a 
lefthander, which is always an advantage.

Mr. Parkhurst was a

Three youths 
sentenced to 
five years CR 
for robbery 

The three youths arrested in connection 
with the rob^ry at Saivy’s Bakery last 
October 17. were found guilty of armed 
robbery and committed to Concord refor¬ 
matory for five years and a day. according to 
Police Chief John P. McHugh. 

Assistant District Attorney Alicia Mod- 
dard prosecuted the case of Francis X. 
Holmes. 18, Robert D. Walsh. 20. and Arthur 
M. Swickef, 18. all of Burlington, in Middlesex 
Superior Court. 

Off. Theodore Yanacopolous received the 
meritorious service award this year for ap¬ 
prehending the three. The five years at 
Concord are to be followed by three years on 
probation. 

In other police action this past week, Chief 
McHugh reports that two juveniles will be 
going into court for setting brush fires in the 
Fells and on Bates road last week The fire 
department and the juvenile officer worked 
together to bring the two in. 

Chief McHugh expressed the frustration 
and expense involved in both the tracking 
down of culprits and the damage to the woods 
when brush fires are set. 

Perhaps because of the warm weather and 
the school vacation, there were many arrests 
of juveniles last week, the chief says. 

There were four arrests for protective 
custody during the week. On Apirl 21 four 
boys were discovered stoning a Buddliner in 
the Wedgemere depot area. The four, aged 14 
and 15, were taken to the police station and 
turned over to the jurisdiction of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad authorities. 

The chief also said that his officers have 
been instructed to break up any large groups 
of youths congregating in the town. 

A 1971 green Dodge was set on fire behind 
(he USA rink on April 20. It was discovered at 
9:20 p.m. to be totally involved. The owner is 
a Marlborough man who did not realize the 
car had been stolen. 

On April 21 a neighbor in the vicinity of a 
house under construction on Viking road 
reported a suspicious vehicle in the area. 
Police found a red GMC van at the side of the 
house. One suspect fled the scene and police 
arrested the other. They found 32 sheets of 4x8 
plywood in the van. 

Chief McHugh says that 91 sheets of 
plywood are reported missing and that the 
police may have apprendended the youth on 
the second trip. The investigation for the 
second man continues. 

There were two housebreaks last week. On 
April 19 a rear window at 113 Church st. was 
opened. It is unknown what if anything is 
missing. 

On April 25 the back door at 12 Woodside 
rd. w’as reported pried open. Nothing was 
taken and police believe the intruders may 
have been scared off. 

There were several violations of the public 
drinking law, with individuals being sum¬ 
moned into court. There was also an arrest on 
April 23 after an accident on Loring avenue, 
and on April 21 for operating under and other 
motor vehicles violations on Main street. The 
new ambulance has been delivered and is 
being outfitted for service next week. Under 
the direction of John McKinley, emergency 
medical services coordinator, and John 
Farrell, fire department mechanic, the 
vehicle is undergoing shakedowns, equipment 
checks, and outfitting. Chief McHugh reports 
that Off. McKinley is instructing all members 
of the force who will have ambulance duty in 
the proper use of the vehicle and its contents.

FinCom says town facing 


$3 increase in tax rate 


Winchester's hoped-for zero ttix 
rate increase, announced severtil 
weeks ago by Town Manager 
Thomas J. Groux, is not tube. 

Instead, taxpayers face an in¬ 
crease of $.S to $70.60 if town meeting 
approves the $19.9 million budget 
suggested by the finance committee. 

When Groux announced that he 
hoped there would be no tax in¬ 
crease, it was with the un¬ 
derstanding that Winchester’s share 
of special education funds from the 
state would be sufficient to keep the 
rate at $73.60. Groux. however, 
received notification from the state 
that Winchester would not receive 
its full amount this year, resulting in 
a tax increase which he could not at 
that time predict. 

In a written report this week. 
John J. Williams, chairman of the 


finance committee said. "With 
pi-(‘siMit figures and appi’opriations 
at the level I'ecommended by the 
finane(‘ committet* we see a tax 
increase of $3 to $76.60 as realistic 
not unreasonable. It is a I piu’cent 
inciH‘as(‘ fi’om last yeai’'s and cer¬ 
tainly below th(‘ inflationary level.” 

\\ illiams fur ther wrote*. "We* feel 
we* must eautiein the* town meeting 
abeiut artifically ele*flating the lax 
rate* by ele*ph*ting the town's 
r-e*ser-ve*s.”

School committee holds 
firm hiring four nurses 


The school committee Monday night 
reaffirmed its stand on hiring its own nursing 
staff and severing its conti’acl with Tri- 
Communily Health Services 

In spite of pleas from Hoard of Health 
Director Michael Saraco and Chairman N 
Bruce Hanes, the committee voted 3-1 to 
maintain the position taken at the last school 
committee meeting. 

Saraco and Hanes asked the committee to 
reconsdider that vote and put off a decision 
until next year so that the impact of giving up 
Tri-Community nur sing car e could be studied 
by the board of health. 

Committee member Dick Holland made 
the motion for reconsideration, but it was 
defeated. 

The board of health and the school 
department have been sharing the services of 
the Tri-Community Health Services, which 
Saraco felt to be an advantage because one 
nurse would know the family and home en 
vironment as well as the .school aspects of a 
child. 

Committee chairman Robert Frank. 


however, felt that despite that advantage, it 
would be i heaper for the school department 
to hire its own nurses. The committee also 
••xpects a 17 per cent inci’ease in the amount 
of service under the new plan. 

.Approval was granted to the SEEM class 
at Lynch Junior High for a four-day outing to 
a camp in New Hampshire. 

Karen Fink, teacher of the SEEM class, 
told the committee that nine of the ten 
students in her class would receive $37 from 
their parents for the trip and that she would 
pay her own way Ms. Fink explained that the 
Slid for three chaperones would come from the 
Lynch discretionary fund. 

Robert Fitzgerald, principal at Lynch, 
supported the outdoor education trip to New 
Hampshire and assured the committee that 
the students would be properly taken care of. 

The next regular meeting of the school 
committee is planned for May 9. If. however 
town meeting is still in session, that night’s 
meeting will be postponed until May 10. 


The budget discussions will involve ar¬ 
ticles 3 and 4, with article 15. the conservation 
commission’s request that the town purchase 
the so-called Moss and Kelley properties on 
the west side of Cambridge street, also ex¬ 
pected to cause considerable debate on the 
town meeting floor. 

Other articles to come before the meeting 
are 

1 To hear and act upon the reports of the 
town officers and the finance committee. 

2. To appropriate money to defray the 
i*xpenses of the town for FY 77 and to fix the 
salary and compensation of the town 
treasurer, assessors, and town clerk. 

3. The budget article of $17,932,409 

4. To hear and act on the personnel board’s 
report on its recommendations as to wages 
and salaries, working conditions, amending, 
revising, and adding to the personnel guide. 

5. To appropriate funds to be used along 
with state money for maintenance repair, 
alteration, relocation, or other improvements 
to town or county ways. It is understood that 
no money will be requested under this article 
and the FinCom would support a motion for 
indefinite postponement. 

f) To give the police chief money as 
matching funds for the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration programs. The 
FinCom recommends that $1854 be ap¬ 
propriated The town’s share of the LEAA 
program is 5 percent. Money would be used to 
cover maintenance costs for regional radio 
equipment, acquisition of nesv equipment, 
and participation in .several law enforcement

If you walk long enough sooner or later 
you’ve gotta run. That was the policy Belmont 
followed Tuesday at .Skillings Field: draw a 
walk and get a run. as they made a mockery 
of the vaunted .Sachem pitching staff. 14-9. 

Starter and loser Mark McGoldrick never 
could gel untracked, putting nine men on base 
via bases on balls in three-plus innings of 
work His reliever. Don Allard, didn’t fare 
much better, walking eight in his three inning 
stint. In addition, the on-again. off-again 
fielders made five errors, one that proved to 
be the turning point in a very discouraging 
loss. 

The defeat dropped Winchester’s record to 
a disappointing 2-.3. After the game, Coach 
Jack Eydenberg wondered. "If Reilly hadn’t 
come up with that win at Watertown, then I 
don’t know where we’d be." One shudders at 
the thought. 

Winchester took an early 1-0 lead on a 
sacrifice fly to left by catcher Jon Pettee in 
the first inning. After that it was just a case of 
McGoldrick’s inability to get the ball over the 
plate. Mark threw eleven straight balls to the 
first three batters in the Belmont second 
(walking two) before coming back and 
striking out pitcher Pete Winn after falling 
behind .3-0. 

But another walk and then a big double by 
Dana Marrocco brought three runs home, and 
Marocco scored on a single by Jerry Tashjian 
(the first of his four RBI’s.) 

Winchester tied it in the bottom of the 
inning. 4-4. fell behind 8-4, and then came 
back with two more runs in the fourth to close 
the gap to two. 8-6. Then the game was of¬ 
ficially lost. 

With two out. and runners at first and 
second (via walks, what else?) Allard forced 
Tashjian to lift a popup behind the plate. 
Pettee circled around underneath the ball, 
but misjudged it and it tipped off his glove for 
the game’s key error. Given new life, Tash¬ 
jian smashed a triple into deep right-center, 
driving home the two runners, and scoring 
himself when the relay was botched up. 
Instead of a two-run game, it was now 11-6, 
and sayonara Winchester. 

Both teams added three "garbage" runs, 
as both Eydenberg and Belmont coach Dick 
Kelleher substituted freely in the final two 
innings, and when Steve Sullivan finally 
struck out to end the three hour and forty-five 
minute marathon, the nightmare was over. ‘T 
guess we counted too heavily on our pit¬ 
ching," sighed P^ydenberg after the game. 
P2ven a less optimistic pre-season outlook 
would have counted on better than Tuesday’s 
performance - it was, in a word, sad.

Tennis Center to 
hold travel camp 


The Winchester Indoor Lawn Tennis 
Center announces the inception of a traveling 
camp for tournament players.

formance are definitely specified.” Program 
element 4150 supports mental health efforts in 
the sum of $21,538. 

10. To appropriate money to join the 
Minuteman Home Care Corporation. This 
article was brought by the council on aging 
but a final determination has not been made 
by them regarding its status. 

11 . To appropriate money for completion 
of an inventory of the historical assests of the 
town pursuant to chapter 40. section 8 D of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth. The 
Winchester Historical Commission is asking 
for $9000, of which $4000 will come from state 
matching funds. The library is also giving 
$1000 for the archivist’s time. 

12 . To appropriate $15,000 to be added to 
previously appropriated sums to defray the 
cost of special counsel and other expenses 
concerning the ongoing litigation involving 
the construction of the high school. That sum 
would be sufficient to carry the town’s suit up 
to but not including trial if necessary. 

13. To appropriate money for the in¬ 
stallation of a sidewalk on Johnson road from 
Aristotle drive to the west side playground. 
The FinCom has deferred recommendation 
until costs can be made available for con¬ 
sideration. 

14. To hear and act on the report of the 
conservation commission and appropriate 
$5000 for its purposes and expenses. 

15. The acquisition ofHhe Moss and Kelley 
properties for conservation and recreation. 
The finance committee by majority vote 
recommends unfavorable action on this ar¬ 
ticle because ‘‘there is some question of the 
wisdom of irrevocably committing an area of 
the size contemplated to conservation land” 
and because ‘‘there is concern about in¬ 
creasing the town’s current long-term debt in 
FY’78 of $7,910,000.” 

16. To transfer the Wyman School property 
to another town agency or use, to authorize 
the rental or lease of the building and' 
property to private persons by the selectmen, 
to appropriate a sum of money to maintain 
and preserve the building and grounds, to 
procure professional studies of the potential 
use of the property, or take any action. 
Although the Bartlett School in Arlington is 
considering a move into the Wyman School, 
no contracts have been worked out with the 
director, Norine Casey. 

17. To change from seven to ten the 
number of days for which the dog officer may 
keep dogs in the pound. This article would 
bring the existing by-laws in conformity with 
state statutes. 

18. To amend the bylaws as follows: ‘‘No 
person hawking, peddling, selling or exposing 
for sale any article enumerated in Sections 3 
and 4 preceding shall cry his wares in the 
town.” This is to remove inconsistencies in 
the by-law. 

19. To establish water rates. 


20. To accept layouts of Shepard court and 
Aricia lane. Under this article, $14,000 is 
requested with a return of $10,060 in bet¬ 
terments for improvements to Shepard court. 
Aricia lane has been built under .sub-division 
control and there is no c 6 st involved. 

21. To amend the zoning by-laws to allow 
for the continued use of the portables at the 
Mystic School. 

22 . To amend the zoning by-laws section 4.4 
Table of Use Regulations, Use No. 22 by 
changing it to permit as a right barber or 
beauty shop, shoe repair shop, self-service 
dry-cleaning or laundry under the “IL” 
column. The FinCom recommends un¬ 
favorable action on the basis that ‘‘this 
change would be a major one since it changes 
permitted use for all “IL” areas in town. This 
seems to be a rather drastic solution for a 
localized problem.” 

23. To amend the zoning by-laws to change 
the area on the easterly side of Main street 
beginning at a triangular point at the junction 
of the Boston and Maine railroad and Main 
street going to where the railroad intersects 
with Skillings road from light industrial to 
general business. The FinCom recommends 
favorable action. 

24. To amend the zoning by-laws to change 
the area presently occupied by First National 
Stores from light industrial to general 
business. The FinCom recommends 
favorable action. 

25. To amend the zoning by-laws to change 
the portion of land at 661 Mainst. (Winchester 
Theatre Company) and 673 Main st. (Sun Oil 
Company) from apartment house residential 
district B and a center business district 
respectively, to general business district. The 
FinCom recommends deferring this article 
until after consideration of article 26. 

26. To amend the zoning by-laws to change 
the theatre land from apartment house 
residential district B to a center business 
district. 

27. To amend the zoning by-law to change 
the land owned by he New Hope Baptist 
Church from conservancy-instutional district 
to general residence. The FinCom recom¬ 
mends favorable action. This article would 
allow construction of a private home on the 
parcel. 

28. To appoint a study committee to make 
recommendations to proposed charter 
revisions. The citizens’ petition would also 
ask for $1000. The FinCom’ thinking that the 
same intent could be accomplished by the 
existing committee on government 
regulations, recommends unfavorable action. 

29. To hear and act on reports of town 
committees, to establish new or dissolve old 
committees, to fill committee vacancies. 

30. To appropriate funds from general 
surplus revenue to reduce the tax levy and-or 
to transfer funds to or from the stabilization 
fund. The FinCom will propose a single 
overall amount to be appropriated from 
general surplus revenue and may or may not 
recommend an appropriation to the 
stabilization fund.

Wyman lament 

LDITOK OF TIIF STAH: 

Winchester has lost one of its most 
precious assets and like Filene’s' and Ren¬ 
ton’s. the town will remember with affection, 
the Wyman School. The many people who 
have expressed their sorrow over this closing 
have prompted me to write this letter. 

The school committee, specifically Mr. 
Frank. Mrs. Papas, and Mr. Noble have 
exercised their position of authority and 
power to overide the electorate. They have 
slightly different reasons, but their basic 
consideration is to save $70,000 of a $9 million 
.school budget and to fill efficiently the space 
in our elementary schools. 

It is their opinion that these goals are best 
achieved by .sacrificing the Wyman School. 
Wyman and her supporters felt this decision 
was most unfair and unsound without a long 
range plan, involving the four-year high 
school, and the future roles of Lynch anb 
McCall Junior High Schools. 

For the small savings that would come to 
the town (they are not being returned to the 
taxpayers, they are already lost in the school 
budget it seemed sound thinking to have a 
good plan mapped out ahead. The School 
(’ommittee, in my opinion, would have been 
far wiser and more gracious to let Town 
Meeting decide how much money it was 
willing to spend to keep school options open, 
until a long term inclusive plan was prepared. 
No one would have faulted a school com¬ 
mittee for listening to and respecting the 
wishes of the populace who elected them to 
office. 

If “Books, not Bricks’’ was their 
motiviation. the administration could have 
been the one to bite the bullet. Sanborn House 
is a luxury in a time of economic restraint. “A 
place not a palace” is my suggestion to the 
committee who wants to save money and use 
space efficiently. If our .school population is 
decreasing and our school buildings must 
close. Mr, MacDonald and his staff should 
lead the way. 

'Fhe .school committee, once one of the 
most respected and admired groups in 
Winchester, is upset over its poor relationship 
with our town. In the three most controversial 
i.ssues in recent times. Metco. the seven 
versus eight period day. and Wyman School, 
the school committee was consistent in one 
respect, it voted against the popular w-ill. This 
did not win them many admirers. 

Mr. Frank and Mr. Noble in two out of 
these three decisions, went against popular 
opinion. Mrs. Papas, on the committee for 
just a year, voted two for two against popular 
opinion. Fven worse has been their timing. 
Last year on a June night, after all the high 
school schedules were made, the school 
committee decided to vote to change to the 
seven period day. The havoc of that decision 
still upsets the high school community. 

These i.ssues are all water over the dam 
now. but I am writing hoping to awaken those 
of you who have never experienced the 
frustration and despair of being in the firing 
line of the School ('ommittee. Door bell 
ringing, letters to The Star, surveys, year¬ 
long studies, referendums and elections are 
traditional democratic tools which once in¬ 
fluenced opinions of those in public office. 
Lately it seems, especially with the school 
committee, these are fruitless exercises 
falling on deaf ears. 

It is not my nature to be cynical or 
pessimistic. I think things can improve for 
Winchester. We have lost one of our finest 
schools, but. in the battle, we have gained two 
excellent people for our school committee. 

Maybe it is human nature not to recognize 
or value things until we lose them. Maybe 
then and only then are we inspired to work for 
improvement or change. Let us hope that our 
controversies over schools can now end and 
that we cat) build rapport with the school 
committee of which Winchester can once 
again be proud.

Right to know 

KDITOK OF THE STAR: 

I had intended to write this week on fiscal 
responsibility but have instead compiled a list 
of the facts and a commentary on town 
government in Winchester today. 

First we must understand th^ Charter is 
authorized by the Massachusetts. ,Con¬ 
stitution. Second,, the General Laws of the ' 
Commonwealth' authorized "by the 
Legislature. Third, the Town By-Laws are 
authorized by the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth. 

All town officials, including town meeting 
members, elected or appointed swear an oath 
to observe and uphold these laws. 

The following cites the law with a com¬ 
ment on whether it is being observed and 
carried out: 

The adoption of the Charter accepted these 
two (2) basic premises. 

a) The citizens’ right to know, and b) full 
public review of fiscal plans. 

This then is the law. 

Charter. Article 4 (Town Manager). 
.Section 2 (Powers & Duties) sub. (h) requires 
the manager to prepare and submit an 
operating budget. 

Charter. Article 6 (Finances & Fiscal 
Procedures). .Section 3 (Submission of 
Proposed Budget) requires the manager to 
submit a complete budget to the finance 
committee (and provide public access to the 
same) within a time fixed by by-law. 

By-Law. Chapter 4 (Town Manager) 
.Section 1.2 requires the manager to submit 
his proposed budget not later than February 
15. 

Charter. Article 6 (Finances & Fiscal 
Procedures) Section (5 (Action on the Budget) 
requires the finance committee to hold a 
public hearing not more than fourteen (14) 
(lays after public notification, before its final 
recommendations on the proposed budget. 

Charter, Article O (Finances & Fiscal 
Procedures) Section 7 (Capitol Improvement 
Program) requires the manager to submit a 
capitol improvement program to both 
.selectmen and finance committee at least 30 
(lays prior to submission of the proposed 
budget (or January 15). 

By-Law. Chapter 2 (Tow’n Meeting) 
Section 4.2 (Personnel Board) sub. 5 (Duties) 
requires the manager to .submit a com¬ 
pensation plan and personnel policy guide, 
not later than March 1, to the personnel board 
and further requires the personnel board to 
hold a public hearing on the same prior to 
making its recommendations to the manager. 

Charter. Article 4 (Town Manager) Sec¬ 
tion 2 (Powers & Duties) sub. (9) requires the 
manager to faithfully carry out and enforce 
all laws of the Commonwealth, the Charter, 
the by-laws and other town meeting \otes. 

The facts and commentary: 

None of the above cited provisions of law 
has been observed by our elected and ap¬ 
pointed officials. Your attention is directed to 
the fact that the manager has not complied 
with these budgetary and personnel matters 
although he has a staff assistanl-budget- 
purchasing . although he has an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant-personnel... and 
although he has the capitol improvement - 
committee, which is a standing committee of 
the town meeting It should be mentioned that 
we have a functioning conservation com¬ 
mission. personnel board and permanent 
building committee also available to the 
manager to assist in their areas of interest. 

It the manager and-or the selectmen so 
desired Ihey could contact the government 
regulations committee or the rules committee 
with recommendations to change either the 
('harter or the By-Laws if deemed necessary 
and desirable 

In .Summary: 

The manager has tailed to comply with his 
legal responsibilities under the Charter and 
Ihe By-Laws of the town. Most, if not all.

It says that O’Brien’s appointment as 
Gloucester’s DPW director in January caused 
some controversy, when the city council 
belatedly discovered that he didn’t have an 
engineer’s license, which was one of the 
requirements of the job. But they named him 
to the post anyway. 

...“and now.” says the story, “more than 
two months into the job, the nearest thing to a 
controversy around Bob O’Brien is the con¬ 
test among city officials and employees to see 
who can heap the highest praise.” 

Mayor Leo Alper said, “I think he’s the 
best thing that ever hit Gloucester. If I didn’t 
do anything else (as mayor). I have a good 
DPW head.” 

Other city officials joined the may()r in 
praising O’Brien, noting his knowledgability, 
administrative ability, fairness and openness 
with the DPW crew.

Pommes Anna treat

As a boy growing up at the tail end of the 
depression, I can remember a family that had 
mashed potatoes, butter, and cranberry 
sauce for dinner for a longer time than I care 
to remember, but they were as tough as nails 
and as healthy as a horse. 

The potato, with a little fat, can stand 
along side the egg as a nearly perfect food. 
Few people realize the contribution the potato 
made to the political life of the U.S. The great 
potato blight of 1845 in Ireland increased the 
Irish migration to this country and enriched 
the political life of cities like Boston. 

I enjoy potatoes in many ways. The 
traditional baked potato served with sour 
cream and butter or the McDonald’s french 
fry w’in accolades from many gourmets. Try 
new potatoes that have been quickly dried for 
a minute or two in the empty pot in which they 
were boiled. Serve with parsley and butter. 
Scalloped potatoes with garlic, butler, cheese 
and heavy cream is a rich treat. 

My favorite is a potato dish called pommes 
anna. Fresh potatoes are sliced thin and 
layered with butter salt and pepper. The dish 
is cooked until the bottom layer is browned; 
then it is inverted to serve. 

Pommes Anna 

Preheat over to 400 degrees. Use eight- 
inch case-iron frying pan, two or more pounds 
potatoes, one slick (quarter pound) butter 
melted, and seasonings. 

Winchester Trails 


Peel and slice potatoes one-eighth-inch 
thick, either by hand or with a commercial 
device for thin-slicing vegetables. Coat sides 
and bottom of pan heavily w'ith butter. 
Starting in the micidle of pan, distribute slices 
in circular pattern to create a layer about 
one-half-inch thick. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

Brush with melted butler and repeat 
layers and seasoning until ingredients are 
used up. Cover frying pan with buttered piece 
of foil. Then cover again with cover designed 
for the pan. 

If there is no cover, as is often the case 
with cast iron pans, improvise with oven¬ 
proof plate or other cover. Cook on moderate- 
to-hol stove burner until potatoes begin to 
brown. 

Place in preheated oven and cook for 20 to 
25 minutes. Uncover and continue to cook for 
10 to 15 minutes more. During cooking, run a 
spatula under potatoes occasionally so that 
they do not stick. 

After removing dish from oven, drain off 
excess butter for other uses. Invert potatoes 
onto heated platter. Bottom and sides should 
be a nice crusty brown. 

Cooking lip: In preparation of potatoes, do 
not rinse slices or peeled potatoes. The 
natural starch helps to form the solid shape of 
the dish. 

(Cooking enthusiast Govostes, who was 
profiled in last week’s Star, is a partner in 
Winchester Plumbing and Heating, Inc.) 


Marshmarigold abloom now 


Along the banks of streams, close to the 
flowing w'aler and in full sunlight, grows one 
of the best loved flowers, the Marshmarigold. 
Its shiny bold yellow striped petals surround 
the many pistils and stamens reminds us of 
its smaller and also poisonous relative, the 
buttercup. .Although the heart-shaped leaves 
are poisonous raw, they used to be eaten after 
being cooked and they provided a rich source 
of iron. Buds could also be eaten after boiling 
and pickles were made from the buds in the 
south. 

We use the past tense since this flower 
must be strictly left alone as there are too few 
here to replace it. So like the lady slippers we 
should look, wonder, and enjoy, and then 
leave remembering a lovely sight. Like all 
w'ild flowers this one is very particular about 
its water, sun, shade, and soil conditions and 
attempts to transplant it are fraught w-ith 
failure. 

From April to June you may see this 
wetlands plant along Menchen Run by 
Johnson Road. This plant is seldom seen at

WHS seniors ^diseased^

Every year at just about this lime a 
mysterious ailment seems to afflict many of 
the students who are about to finish their high 
sc^hool careers.

• This minor “disease” affects different 
people in different ways.

in favor of H R, H. the local public works bill. 
They have a right lo know why I believe they, 
along with the nation as a whole, will benefit 
from this program. 

The disappointingly slow rate of growth in 
our economy must certainly be a cau.se of 
concern among all citizens. The slow rale of 
recovery from the recession of 1973-1975 is 
il.self one of the principal causes ol the 
current largo government deficits. This is 
true, first, because the costs of unem¬ 
ployment are in part borne by the govern¬ 
ment and ultimately by the taxpayer, and 
second, because of the sharp reduction in 
revenues resulting from slowdowns in the 
economy. 

While there have been certain encouraging 
signs recently which point lo an improving 
economy, there has still been little real im¬ 
provement in the current high rate of 
unemployemeni in our nation. For March our 
national jobless rate was 7.3 percent, or over 7 
million Americans unable lo find work. 
Indeed, many experts feel there are actually 
now at least 10 million persons who would be 
xvorking if they could find a job. 

The national rale of unemployment is very 
closely related to our nation's nanual 
productivity. GNP Is the shorthand term we 
use lo mean our annual gross national 
product, which is the value of all the goods 
and services we produce in a year. Most 
economists argue that unless our economy 
can sustain at least a 4 percent rate of real 
annual increase in our GNP. the rate of 
unemployment xvill probably continue to 
increase. With a rale of between 4 and 5 
percent of annual real GNP increa.se, the rate 
of unemployment xvill probably remain right 
where it is. 

The most recent Commerce Department 
estimate for real growth in the first quarter of 
1977 is about 4.5 percent — up from 2.4 percent 
in Ihe final quarter of 1976. It appears we have 
noxv entered a period of somewhat faster 
growth, which hopefully will continue. But we 
begin this period from an enormops growth 


deficit. One clear sign of this shortfall ii that 
utilization of manufacturing capacity has 
been hovering 20 percent tieloxx* current 
capacity. Another sign is that the economy 
has been operating appoximately S132 billion 
beloxv its high-employment potential. This 
means a loss of roughly $1,800 lo every 
American household. 

Because 1 believe that in .America we can 
and must do better in the years ahead. I am 
pledged to fight for a faster growth rale and 
for a steadily reduced rate of unemployment 
I believe that through these means we can 
contribute greatly lo lowered government 
deficits within a full employment economy. 
Thus. I have supported a mix of public 
programs together with tax reductions and 
new incentives for private sector investment 
I am convinced that without such a strategy 
for economic growth, the future of our 
national and regional economy xvill remain 
bleak indeed. 

The recent decision by President Carter to 
cancel his request for the $50 lax rebates 
means that GNP growth for all of 1977 rnay 
average no better than 4.4 percent, according 
lo Otto Eckstein of Data Resources. Inc., a 
leading economic forecasting and consulting 
firm. Eckstein, who was chief economic 
advisor to President Johnson, predicts that 
without the over $10 billion of stimulus 
provided by the rebates, our unemployment 
rate in the fourth quarter of this year will 
remain above 7 percent. As a result, the need 
for stimulus to the economy through local 
public works spending is now all the greater. 

Every member of the Massachusetts 
Congressional Delegation supported the 
measure for accelerated local public works. 
The facts of the high rate of unemployment 
among construction xvorkers are all too well 
known, but it may be helpful to repeat that in 
the Boston metropolitan area about 36,000 in 
the construction trades are currently out of 
work — xvhich is an estimated 30 lo 40 percent 
of the area’s building tradesmen now without 
jobs. The vote in favor of authorizing an 
additional $4 billion for the anti-recession 
public works programs passed the House on 
February 24 overwhelmingly 295 to 85. As a 
result oi” this measure, the Congressional 
Budget Office estimates that betxveen April of 
this year and April of next year, 72,000 jobs in 


the building trades will be created in our 

^^This measure Is intended not only to spur 
increased employment in our construction 
trades. It will also be of immediate benefit to 
our communities in Massachusetts, bringing 
xvell over SlOO million into the state. Coming 
as a 100 percent federal grant, local and state 
governments ask for its use where they feel 
there are projects needed to improve 
municipal offices, courthouses, libraries, 
water and sewer lines, recreational facilities, 
schools police and fire stations, and health 
facilities. 

In 1976 only one out of every 14 ap¬ 
plications from Massachusetts for local 
public works assistance was selected to 
receive funding. Simply to be able to meet 
locally-determined needs, we now need 
another round of funding. Among Seventh 
Congressional District communities denied 
anv assistance were Revere, Winthrop, 
Reading. Lvnnfield. Woburn. Winchester. 
Melrose, and Malden. It is my understanding 
that other communities in our District are 
now considering making application for these 
funds also. Through passage of the new public 
works measure, such aid may now become 
possible for all our communities which can 
shoxx’ need.

It first started to “slip away” when the 
hosts scored four runs on five hits in the first 
inning. Then it slowly but surely began to 
leave their grasp when seven more runs in the 
second made it 11-0. It finally plopped to the 
earth when the final Winchester batter 
popped up for the final out. That is how a 
game is “dropped.” 

Led by catcher Debbie Smith (3 for 5, 
home cun, 3 RBI’s) and her batterymate, 
lefthander Mary Ann Sterner (2 for 4. home 
run) the Spartans helped to knock the game 
out of the Sachem’s hands. All in all Stoneham 
collected 14 hits off of starter and loser 
Kathleen Driscoll, but a few untimely errors 
by Kathy’s teammates made only seven runs 
earned. Driscoll had much belter control than 
in her first appearance, giving up only five 
walks, but the Spartans had their hitting 
.shoes on and they refused to take them off. 

Smith led the game off with a fly ball to left 
field that was misplayed by Pal Harrington 
into a home run. After a pop up. three straight 
hits, a sacrifice fly. and another hit brought 
three more runs home, and Ihe Sachems 
found themselves down looking up for the 
third consecutive game. 

In the second inning everything went 
wrong for the Winchester girls, and Stoneham’ 
added to their lead. In addition to five hits by 
Ihe Spartans. Winchester contributed two 
errors, three passed balls and a wild pitch to 
Ihe melee, and when the twelfth batter of the 
inning had been retired for the final out, seven 
runs had scored. 

Driscoll pitched admirably after that, 
giving up only three more runs, two of them 
unearned, and one coming on Sterner’s 
leadoff homer in the sixth. But by then the 
game had picked up momentum on its 
downward plunge and couldn’t be saved. 


The Sachems picked up their two run.s in 
the fourth. With two out. Bilaer Dexter 
walked, stole second, and went to third on a 
passed ball. Diane Cullen kept things alive by 
drawing another walk, and then co-captain 
Audrey Leach brought both runners home 
with a hustle-triple into short right filed. 

Winchester could only pick up three other 
hits off Sterner, who was extremely wild (9 
walks) but was tough when she needed to be. 
and struck out six. Kelly Gately collected two 
of those hits, and Harrington the other. 

But don’t be deceived by the score. The 
Sachems weren’t “Killed” or “destroyed.” 
They simply dropped a game. It’s routine; too 
routine, perhaps

C O Hoilly Atkinson I\ came lo play last 
FridaN at Victory Field in Watertown.

With little help from his mates, offense- 
wise. Atkinson pitched a brilliant four-hitter 
in defeating Watertown. 2-1 The only run off 
him was unearned and came in the first in¬ 
ning. but after that he couldn’t be touched 

Reilly, who suffered control problems in 
his first League game, walked only two 
batters on the afternoon, while striking out 
five, and was especially tough in the closing 
‘•tages of the contest w hen the Raiders had the 
tying run on base five straight innings. 
However, the rest of the Sachems had as 
much problem with Watertown .sophomore 
Steve Khederian as the Raiders did with 
Atkinson 

T wasn’t impressed with their pitching.” 
said Coach Jack Kydenberg "When you have 
to struggle against that kind of a pitcher 
he broke off 

' We played great defense, but we had 
lousy hitting.” he continued “You tell me 
why we can’t put everything together on the 
same day - 1 sure don't know.” The attack 
was. in fact, anemic. 

Winchester could collect only six hits off 
Khederian. who. it must be said, helped 
himself by walking only one Sachem, and 
their only two runs were the direct result of a 
key wild pitch. 

Trailing 1-0 in the third inning, sophomore 
second baseman Will Strazzullo led off with a 
groundball single into right field. A walk by 
Hill Murphy moved him to second Then Don 
Allard bounced one to the third baseman, 
whose only play was to force Murphy at 
second, as Strazzullo had already passed him 
on the way to third 

Khederian then blew his own game by 
uncorking a fastball high over catcher Dave 
Downing’s head, with not only Strazzullo 
scoring, but .Allard going from first lo third. 
That turned out to be a big extra base, as the 
next batter. Jon Pettee lifted a long fly lo left 
fora sacrifice and RBI. One pitch had meant 
Ktiederian’s downfall. 

.After that Winchester could muster no 
semblence of an offense. Twice they left two 
runners on base, as Atkinson continued to 
hang on to the slim one-run margin. 

The Raiders run came in the first, when 
leadoff man Paul Wright smashed a single 
past'George Casey at third. An infield out 
moved him to second, and then a big error by 
first ^basemen Keith Perkins, who pulled his 
fool off the bag after taking a throw by Casey 
on a routine grounder, advanced him to third. 

The next baiter popped up to Strazzullo for 
the second out. Then Ernie Morgan (who had 
reached on Perkins error) broke for second 
and drew a throw from Pettee. Wright stole 
home while Morgan was being caught in a 
rundown, and the out was made after the 
runner.had crossed the plate, making it 1-0. 

It finally came down to the last inning, 
■“^teve Lyle, the Watertown shortstop, singled 
to lead off. Jeff Whynot sacrificed him to 
second, and then John DelRaso moved him to 
third with a close infield out. With two out, the 
Haiders sent up pinch hitter Mike Pellegrini 
to get the tying run home. Atkinson was 
ready. 

He started by blowing two fastballs right 
by the overmatched Pellegrini. A third 
fastball just missed outside. Then Reilly 
dropped over a beautiful curve for a called 
strike three and the ball game was over. 
“Reilly saved his best pitching for that last 
batter when the game was on the line,” said 
Kydenberg after the game. 

“1 felt strong out there today,” said 
Atkinson later, “in fact I seemed to get 
stronger every inning. I had good control, 
which was pleasing, and the fastball was 


working. In fact those two fastballs to the last 
batter were the best I threw today.” 

The batting may have been off. but when 
C O Reilly Atkinson IV is on. it matters very 
little One’ or two runs and some half decent 
defense is all it takes for a guaranteed win

Sheryl Strong, to bounce an easy 
hopper to third base, it appeared as if she 
might escape unscored upon. But third 
baseman Toni Vacca made a wild throw' to 
first base, enabling both runners to score, and 
putting Winchester in a 2-0 hole. 

The Sachems battled back with a run in the 
top of the second, when Vacca made amends 
for her error w'ith a base hit.

Bitser 
also stole second, went to third on a passed 
ball, and scored on another single lo right, 
this time by Fitzgerald. 

Two more unearned runs, on errors by 
Vacca and Fitzgerald, gave Melrose an 8-3 
lead, before they finally scored a run without 
benefit of a gift. A walk by Paula Stanton, her 
steal of second, and an RBI single by Strong 
gave the Raiders a 9-3 lead going in to the 
fifth. 

Winchester came up with two in that 
frame, w'ilh Harrington leading off w'ilh a 
solid double into left. Dexter brought her 
home with a long double up the left-center 
gap. and after moving up on a steal, scored on 
a sacrifice fly to left by Lisa Willard. 

Melrose added a run in the fifth, and two in 
the sixth on a two-run homer right down the 
left-field line by Strong, for their total of 
twelve, and the Sachems made one last at¬ 
tempt at a comeback in their half of the sixth. 
Diane Cullen led off with a rope to left. Vacca 
forced her at second on an alert play by the 
pitcher Lousa Sterner. A steal, and an infield 
out by Redmond moved Toni to third, from 
where she scored on a single by Leach. That, 
however, was that. 

It had been a long lime in coming, but at 
last Coach Joan Rosazza’s squad had started 
to resemble a winning softball outfit. Nothing 
that’s good ever comes easily - a few' more 
games like this one and the hard work will 
pay off.
